Halitax, N.S., Nov. %.-—-Orders havo 
boon recelyod by Admiral Sir John ish 
xr, Commandor-in-Chief of tho British 
North Atlantio squadron, Instructing 
him to have all his ships supplicd with 
an oxtra supply of shot and sholl and 
additional arms. 

Early yesterday morning dotachmonts 
from the war vessela wore hurried ashore, 
A score of horses and teams wore ongagod 







and the work of removing powder and 
ammunition to the distributing sheds 
began. 


Recalls the Trent at.. 

No suoh activity was over displayed in 
Halifax in naval ciroleos since the Trent 
affair, ‘Tho teams wore loaded from tho 
magazinos in quick auccession, und im- 
mediately after the work of distributing 
it among the war vessels began. Hun- 
dreds of sailora and warines woro em- 
ployed. Small arms of all kinds wore 
taken from tho arsenals to the yoassels. 

It is expected by night that every ship 
will have its full complement and will bo 
ready to advance upon the foe, if required, 
ata momont's notice. 

Not for years have such atirring scenes 
been witnessed in navy and military 
circles. The navy and military have got 
their orders, and Halifax, like all other 
British stations, will be prepared in case 
of trouble. 

The Renown in Readiness. 

The battleship Renown may leave port 
ata moment’s notice. This is the mean- 
ing of the recent activity on the big bat- 
tleship which was productive of even 
greater changes than has yet been an- 
nounoed. The fact that every shipwright 
available had been engaged in preparing 
the vessels for soa is now followed by tho 
news that extensive alterations haye also 
beon made on board. 

Several days ago the magazine of tho 
Renown was quietly omptied and taken 
ashore, Government mechanics were then 
pus to work and the magazine was on- 
Jarged, The additional storage capacity 
is now nearly double what it formerly 
was, and yesterday it was completely 
filled. The changes were made on the 
strength of erders from England, and the 
utmost apeel was required in order that 
the ship might be ready to leave at shor$ 
notice for a long cruise. In addition large 
quantities of coal have been placed in the 
bunkers, and within a few days the stook 
now on hand at the dookyards will be 
inoreased. 

Are Working Overtime. 


Another important order was also 
issued to the effect that the entire ord- 
nance staff would be required te work 
overtime. Lieut. Everett, one of the most 
trusted men in the service, was at Wind- 
sor last week, and is known to have left 
large orders with Windsor firms, Such a 
proceeding is unheard of, as such goods 
as have been required were always pur- 
chased in this city. ‘The reason of the 
change is supposed to be in the faot that 
the character of the business was consid- 
ered too important for general publicity. 

Guns have been overhauled at the gun 
wharf, and there is no doubt that Eng- 
land is determined to be prepared in case 
of emergency. 

The Pelican, which displayed her 
homeward bound flag mearly all day, 
hauled it down late in theafternoon, and 
soon afterwards it became known that 
she would be used in a service similar to 
that of the Cordelia. Who latter, it was 
stated, would go direct to St, John’s, 
Nfld., and the Pelican was to follow her, 
bub call at Sydney, C.B., on the way. 

Tv Mine Harbors, 

Material of the same kind as plaosd 
on boarll tne Cordelia was stowed away 
on the Pelican, and the two ships oarry 
enough submarine mines to lay a thick 
network in both the harbors of St, John 
and Sydney. 

I4 is not known positively whether it 
is intended to mine Sydney harbor, but 
that is the presumption. Thero can, how- 
ever, be no doubt that the harbor of St. 
John's and its entrance will, in a few 
days, be laid with a set of mines that 
would destroy a fleet attempting to foros 
ita way through them. 

The Pelican will doubtless 
frosh orders on arrival at Sydney. 

In addition to the equipment for con- 
struojing submarine defences, the Poli- 
can takes 4 number of heavy guns, which 
it is belleved are destined for St. John's, 
Nild,, where it has been proposed for 
Some time to crect strong batteries on the 
hills overlooking the approaches to the 
harbor, . 

The Cordelia got away shortly before 
dark. The Pelican will sail early to-day,

Mr. E. F. B, Johnston, Q.C., who de- 
fended the accused, admitted the facts at 
the outset, and proposad to call witnesses 
to show that the prisoner was not respon- 
sible for her act. The two women lived 
together on the best of terms until Susan 
Saxton told the accused that she was 
about to be married, ‘Uhis weighed upon 
Minnie Saxton’s mind, which was neve: 
strong, and unbalanced it. She procured 
a revolver, went ,into the kitchen and 
shot her sister four times, 

After adjournment medical evidence 
was put in by the defence to show that 
the woman was not responsible for the 
act. She had been released from tho asy- 
lum before she was cured, but only on 
the expressed wish of the deceased sister. 

His Lordship charged the jury along 
the same lines as he had done in the 
Burrell case, and a similar verdict was 
returned.

TERAH HOOLEY’S EVIDENCE 





In the Resumed Bankruptcy Proceedings 
Was of a Startling Nature. 


London, Noy. 3.—Martin Ruoker, a 
formor promoter of bicycle companies, 
who was charged with contempt of court 
In endeavoring to induce Ernest Terah 
Hooley, the bankrupt company promoter, 
to alter evidence which reflected upon the 
Humber Company directors, was fined 
£200 and costs yesterday, and was fur- 
sher ordered to pay the money at onoe or 
go to prison. 

Mr. Hooley declared that Rucker, in 
bohalf of four directers of the Humber 
Company, offered him £5,000 to change 
some of the evidence presented in the 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

The examination of Mr. Hooley in 
bankruptoy proceedings was resumed yes- 
terday and attracted much attention. Mr. 
Hooley continued to testify to the 
amounts, large and small, paid te trustees 
and directors in connection with his pro- 
motions. He created a sensation by assert- 
ing that he paid Sir William Marriott 
£1,000 for introducing him to the Carl- 
ton Club, and asserting later that he paid 
£10,000 to the Marquis of Abergavenny 
a prominent Conservative, for party 
funds, Tho witness did not know whethor 
the money reached the party fund. Sub- 
sequently Mr. Hooley explained that he 
paid the Marquis of Abergavenny £5,000, 
yj irst, and then paid him a seoond £5,000, 
because he was told that he had promised 
£10,000, .**but,’’ the witness interjected, 
“that waa lie."’ 

A Lot of Editors, 


Continuing, Ms, Hooley testified that 
he paid £1,000 to Mr. Frank Morris, edi- 
tor of tho Saturday Reyiew, ‘‘to square a 
man named Blake, who threatened to 
publish something antagonistic to the 
coinpanies.’"’ 

Witness also said he did not know 
Blake, nor did he know what the black- 
inail was. 

Witness then said that Mr. Harry 
Marks, editor of the Finanolal News, and 
member of Parliament in the Conserya- 
tive interest for the St. George's, in the 
east division of the Tower Hamlets, in- 
duced him to invest £22,000 in purchas- 
ing tho London Sun. Mr. Hooley asserted 
‘that he never received a penny from this 
investment, 

Answering further questions, Mr. 
Hooloy testifled that he paid £200 to O, 
D, Kose of the Daily Mail. The witness 
explained that he could not allot Rose the 
shares he wanted, and so ho gaye him 
money Instead, 

Tho oxamination was adjourned until 
Monday. 

It js Announced that Mr. Rose, tinan- 
olal editor of the Daily Ma’, who was 
named by Mr. Hooley yesterday as one of 
thoso to whom ho gave money, has re- 
signed his positon,

AN HISTORICAL DOCUMENT 


The «‘Corner Stone”’ Of the Burned 
Methodist Church at Madoc 
Removed. 


The Madce Review says: ‘* The ‘ cor- 
ner stone” of the Methodist church, in 
this village, lately destroyed by fire, was 
removed from the ruins lately, and tho tin 
box containing the records, etc., deposited 
at the erection of the cdifice was taken 
charge of by E, D. O'Flynn, Eeq.

Wisdom, 


Washington, Oot. 30.—Rey, Dr, Tal- 
mage this morning preached from the 
toxt, Reyolation xxi, 1, ‘‘And I saw a 
new heayoen."' 

Tho sterootyped heaven does not make 
adequate improssion upon us, Wo neod 
tho old story told in new style in ordor 
to arouse our approciation, I do not sup- 
pose that we are compolled to the old 
phraseology. King James’ cranslators did 
not exhaust all the good and graphic 
words In the English dictionary. I sup- 
poso if we should take the idea of heaven 
and translate {t into modern phraiw wo 
would find that its atmosphere !s a ocom- 
bination of early June and of tho Indian 
summer in Ootober—a place combining 
the advantages of clty and sountry, the 
streets standing for the one and the 12 
mannor of frulta for the othor; a place of 
musical entortainments—harpers, pipers, 
trumpoters, doxologies; a place of won- 
derful architecture—behuld the temples; 
a plave where there may be the bighor 
forms of animal lite—the beasts which 
werd on oarth beaten, lash whipped and 
galled and unblanketed and worked to 
death, turned out among the white 
horses whioh the book of Revelation 
deseribos as boing in heayon; a place of 
stupendous literaturuo—the books opon; a 
place of aristocratic and democratic at- 
tractiveness—the kings standing for the 
one, all nations for thy othor; all botani- 
cal, pomological, ornithological, arbor- 
escont, worshipful beauty and grandeur, 

But my !doa now is to apsak chiefly of 
the improved hoayen. People sometimes 
ta‘k of heavon as though it were an old 
city, finished centuries ago, when I have 
to tell you that no olty on carth during 
tho Inst 50 years has had such changes as 
heaven. It js not the sams place as when 
Job and Dayid and Paul wrote of 1}, For 
hundreds and hundreds of yeurs it bas 
been going through peaceful revolution, 
and year by year, and month by month, 
and hour by hour, and moment by 
moment it is changing and changing for 
something better, Away back there was 
only one residence in the universe—the 
residence of the Almighty. Heaven had 
not yet been started. Immensity was the 
park all around about this great real- 
dence, but God's sympathetic heart after 
a while overflowed in othor creations, 
and thers came all through this vast 
country of immensity inhabited villages, 
which grew and enlarged until they 
joined each other and became one great 
central metropolis of the universe, streut- 
ed, gated, templed, watered, inhabited. 
Ons angel went forth with areed, wo are 
told, and he measured heayen on one 
sidv, and then he went forth and 
measured heaven on tho other side, and 
then St. John tried to tako the census of 
that city, and he became so bewildered 
that he gave it up. 

That brings me to the first thought of 
my theme—that heaven is yastly im- 
proved in numbers. Noting little under 
this head about the multitude of adults 
wh6 have gone Into glory during the last 
100 or 500 or 1,000 years, I remember 
thoro aro 1,600,000,000 of people in the 
world, and that the vast majority of peo- 
ple dio in infancy, How many children 
must have gone into heayen during the 
last 500 or 1,000 years? If New York 
should gather in one generation 1,000,- 
000 population, if London should gathor 
in one generation 4,000,000 population, 
what a yast increase. But what a mere 
nothing as compared with the 600,000,- 
000, the 2,000,000,000, the ‘‘multitude 
that no man can number,’’ that haye 
gone into that olty. Of course all this 
takes for grantel that eyery child that 
dics goos as straight into heaven as over 
tho light speod from a star, and that is 
onw reason why heaven will always be 
fresh and beautiful—the great multitude 
of children in it. Put 600,000,000 cnildron 
in a country, it will be a blessed and 
J} livoly country. 

But add to this, if you will, the great 
multitude of adults who have gone into 
glory, and how the census of heaven 
mustrun up. Many years agoa clergy- 
man stood in a Now Kngland pulpit and 
said that he believed that the vast 
majority of the race would finally bo 
destroyed, and that not inore than one 
Person oub of 2,000 persons would be 
finally saved. Thero happened to be 
abont 2,000 people in the village where he 
preached. Next Sabbath two persons wore 
heard discussing the subject and wonder- 
ing which one of the 2,000 people in the 
village would finally roach heaven, and 
onv thought it would be the minister, 
and the other thought {it would be the 
old deacon. Now, I haye not much ad- 
miration for a lifeboat which will go out 
toa sinking ship with 2,000 passengers 
and get one off in safety and let 1,999 

go tothe bottom. Why, heavon must 
have boen a village whon Abel, the first 
soul from earth, entored it as compared 
with the present population of that grent 
city! 

Again, I remark that heayon has vastly 
improved in knowledgo, Glyo a man 40 
or 50 yoara to study one solonce or all 
solonces, with all the advantages of 
laboratories and observatories and phil- 
osophie apparatus, be will bo a marvel of 
information, Now, into what intelligence 
must heaven mount, angelhood and 
sainthood, not after studying for 40 or 50 
years, but for thousands of yoars—study- 
ing God and the soul and immortality 
and the untvorse! How tho intolligence 
of that world must sweep on and on, 
with eyusight farthor ronching than 
telescope, with power of caloulation 
Inightior than all human mathema ‘ios, 
with powers of analysis surpassing all 
chomical Jaboratory, with speed swifter 
than tolography! What soust hoayen learn 
With all these advantages in a month, in 
® year, in a contury, in a millonnium? 
Tho difforence betweon the highest uni- 
voraity on oarth and the amallost claes in 
a primary school cannot be a groater 
difference than heayon as it now is and 
heaven us it once was. Do you not sup- 
pose that when Dr. Jamon Simpson woat 
up from tho hospitals of Kdinburgh into 
heaven he knew more than ever the 
Aclunce of health, aud that Joseph Henry, 
graduating from tho Smithsonian Inati- 
tution into heaven, awoke into highor 
rcalnias of philosophy. and that Sir Wil- 
Huns Hamilton, lifted to loftier aphere, 

understood better the construction of tho 
human intolloct, and that John Milton 
took np higher pootry in the actual pros 
ence of things that on earth ho had tried 
to describe? Whon the first saints ontored 

heaven, they must havo atudiod only the 
A BC of the full literature of wisdom 
with which thoy aro now acquainted,

Chriat 
has been thoro, and ho never changes— 
tho samo yostorday, to-day and tovsover, 


glorious thon and glorious now and glorl- 
ous forever, But 1 speak now of attrao 
tlona outside of this, and I havo to tell 
you that no place on earth has improved 
in soclety as hoayon baa within tho last 
70 years, for the most of you within 40 
years, within 20 within 6 yoars, 
within 1 yonr—in others words, by the 
acoossions from your own household. If 
heaven were placed in groups—an apos- 
tolio group, & patriarchal group, a pro- 
phetlo group, group of martyrs, group of 
angels and thon a group of your own 
glorified kindred—which group would 
you choose® You might look around and 
make oomparison, but j¢ would not take 
you leng to ohooso, You would say; 
‘Give me back those whom TI loved on 
earth, lef me onter into thelr soctety— 
my parents, ny olildren, my brothers, 
my elaters. We lived togothet’on earth; 
let us Hye together in haaven.’' Oh, ta fv 
not a blessed thonght that heaven has 
been improved by ita socloty, this colont- 
zation from earth to heaven? 

Again, I rumark that heaven has 
grently improved in tho good cheer of an- 
nounced yictorios. Where hoayen rejoiced 
ovyor ono soul it now rejoices over 100 or 
1,000. In tho olden times, when the 
avents of human life were scattered over 
four or five conturies of longevity and 
the world moved slowly, there were not 
s0 many stirring ovents to be reported io 
heayen, but now, I suppose, all the great 
events of earth aro reported in heaven, 
If there ig any truth plainly taught in 
this Biblo, 16 is that heaven 18 wrapped 
up in sympathy with human history, and 
we look at those inventions of the day— 
at telegraphy, at swift communication by 
steam, at all these modern improvements 
which seem to give ono almost omni- 
prosence—and we see only the secular 
rolution, but spirits before ths throne 
look out and see the vast and the oternul 
relation. While nations rise and fall, 
while the ourth is shaking with reyolu- 
tion, do you not suppose there is arous- 
ing intelligence going up to the throne of 
God, and that the question is often asked 
before the throne, ‘‘What is the news 
from that world—that world that re- 
belled, but js coming back to its allegi- 
anoe?’’ If ministering spirits, according 
to the Bible, are sent forth to minister to 
those that shall be heira of heayen, when 
they come down to us tu bless us do 
they not take the news back? Do the 
ships of light that come out of the celestial 
harbor into the earthly harbor, laden 
with cargoes of blessing, go back un- 
freighted? Ministering apirit; not only, 
but our loved ones leaying us, take up 
the tidings. Suppose you were in a far 
city and had been there a good while, 
and you heard that some one h’ «a: “\yed

Anothor reason why I speak in regard 
to the changes in heaven and the now 
improvyemonts in heaven ia because I 
think 16 will bo a consolation to buey and 
enterprising good people. I aco very woll 
that you have not much taste ‘or ao 
honaven that was all dono and finished 
centuries ago, After you have beon active 
{0 or 50 or 60 yours it would bo a shook 
to stop you suddenly and forever, but 
hore js a progrossive heaven, an over 
accumulative heayon, vast on‘terpriso on 
foot thero before the throne of God, 
Aggressive knowledge, aggrossive good- 
noss, nggrossive powor, aggrossiye gran- 
deur, You will not have to come and alt 
down on the banks of tho river of life 
in everlasting inocoupation Oh, busy 
mon, I tell you of a heaven whore thore 
is somothing to do, That ta the moaning 
of tho nassago, ‘hey reat not day nor 
night,” Jn the Inzy sonae of roxting. 

1 speak these words on the changes in 
heavon also because I want to cure some 
of you of the delusion that your departed 
Christian frionds have gone into dullness

Laurier Says Quebec's Vote on Plebiscite 
Must Be Considered. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and Messrs. Fielding, Fisher and 
Sifton received a delegation yesterday 
which askod that a prohibitory law be 
passed in accordance with the recent vote 
on the plebisoite. Key. Dr. Carman in- 
troduced tho dolegation. He read a roso- 
Intion which had been passed by the 
Executive of the Dominion Alliance, 
after the plebiscite yote, to ask the Gov- 
erument fora prohibitory .law, and to 
urge a delegation to wait on the Admin- 
istration for the purpuse, 

The resolution had beon adopted at a 
meeting of tho prohibitionists yesterday. 
F. S. Spence was the next speaker. Hoe 
analyzed the yote in a similar way as ho 
has already done in the press, and said 
that it was a clean and disinterested 
yoto, and it was a strong and substantial 
vote. He ad.nitted there were difficulties 
in thea way. Quebec was one difficulty, 
but Quebec was a vroyince which would 
loyally support tho law if if were passed. 
Ho urged that the yoice of the people be 
made law. 

Major E. L. Bond, Montreal; Rey. Dr. 
McLeod, New Brunswick; F. McClure, 
M.P., Nova Scotia; Rey. Mr. Hogg, 
Winnipeg; Mrs Rutherford, Toronto, 
and D. J. O'Donoghue, all made 
speeches In fayor of prohlbitory loegisla- 
tion. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in reply, acknow}l- 
edgod the disintorestedness of those who 
adyocated prohibition, and conceded that 
the yote in favor of the principle had 
been pure and clean. He explained tho 
clrcumstances under which the plebisoite 
had been adopted by the Liboral party. 
Ho emphasized the temporate character 
of the people of Quebec, and said tha’ the 
yote of that provinco must not stand 
alone, but must be considered with the 
vote of every othor proyinco, He promised 
to communicate tho views of the dolo- 
gates to Coonoll, and announce the do- 
cision at an carly day.

UNEXPECTED IiONOR. 


The Amusing Predicament of a South- 
western Railroad Official, 


They were talking about haying a boom 
at Hardy, Ark., one fall during tho. ad- 
ministration of President Harrison.

Ho was then past 30, but ev- 
ery railroad man in the country who knew 
Ben Winchell would have said that he did 
not leok more than 20. 

Mr. Winchell was standing on the broad 
vestibule at the rear of the private car as 
the train rolled jnto Hardy, when a deaf- 
ening noise ahead caused him to wonder if 
the engine had blown up. He leaned over 
the rail and looked forward. A _ great 
crowd was gathered and anyils and can- 
nons were being fired by the dozen. The 
train stopped so that the crowd was placed 
at the ond of the private car. Cheors were 
proposed and given with a will, and shouts 
of ‘'There ho is!"’ ‘Hurrah for the presi- 
dent's son!’ and “How young!'' were 
beard on overy side, Then the cannons and 
anvils were touched off again and somo 
of the skyrockets and Rompn candlos wore 
fired off in the face of tho glaring after 
Hoon sin, 

Mr. Winchell was dazed. He did, not 
understand the meaning of it all, Ho 
thought that thoy were advertising tho 
town, but he could not understand tho 
meaning of the shouts and exclamations. 
Thon it struck him that there might be 
s01n0 important porsonago in na forward 
car, and ho at once went to look, Tho 
train started on before ho got through, 
when ono of tho officlals who had got 
the hang of the situation mot Winchell 
and rushed hii back, 

“Hang it, Bon,’’ he shouted, ‘go back 
on tho platform and bow, make a speech 
—do somothing, for hoayen's sake! You're 
tho president's son." 

Winchell didn't understand anything 
about it, but he went back on tho plat: 
form and bowed and suited until ho felt 
like an cutomaton, ‘Thon it was oxplained 
to him. Tho pooplo of Hardy were shockod 
to learn next day that they bad. not secon 
tho president's son, and they at once do-

Toronto, Noy. 5.--Proceedings oponed 
at 10 o'clock yestorday, with the reading 
of Mrs. Pearen’s evidence, who was too 
jill to attend court in person. Georgo 
Angus, the stenographer who took the 
evidence, was called to read it. Shv 
swore positively that the dog was bought 
on March 4, and corroborated the date by 
a numbor of trivial incidents, She did 
not pay Armitago for the dog until shoe 
had satisfied herself that sho would like 
it. 

Henry Harwood, who was on the streot 
car when Pearen was alleged to have 
slipped a dollar into Armitage’s hand, 
swore that Pearea was on the platform 
and Armitage inside throughout’ the 
whole trip 

Walter J. Wright, who was charged 
with haying been in charge of a fun to 
be usod for corrupt purposes on tho elec- 
torate, said Mr, Pearen had induced him 
to bscome an actiye worker in the Re- 
form interests. Two days before the elec- 
tion Mr. Hill had informed him of a 
man named Neilson who was badly off 
for want of wood, Heo had promised 
thereupon to aftend to the matter, and 
had done so at once by tslephoning to

supromacy of civil powor as the fuda- 
montal principlo of a Republloan Stato, 
and expressed confidence in the army, 
which hoe addod, WOUNE falthfolly ronpost 
tho lawa of tho republic. 

Continuing, M. Dupuy said: ‘Wo do 
not loavo the national army oa butt to the 
campaign of insult wagod against it if 
wo place it above tho blind polomics 
which futiloly seok to throw unjust re- 
sponsibilities upon it, The army is still 
more ontitiod to tho solicitudes and pro- 
tection of the purilo powors, since it can 
oply work usofully for thy seourity of the 
country in quletude and silence. It is 
equally necessary that calmness attend 
the work of justice, and raspect of our 
duty ia to ensure the execution of \ts 
decisions, whatever they may bo.’’ 

Continuing, tho Premier said: ‘In tho 
opinion of individuals this is the only safo 
means of calming She publio mind, dis- 
turbed by an alfair which cannot much 
longor cause anxiety to the republic. 

‘Other questions call for the attention 
and yigilance of a great peoples. The per- 
manent interests of the nation at home 
and abroad, its greatness and prosperity, 
will be the predominating objects of our 
careg and offorts.’’ 

M. Dupuy thon emphasized tho impera- 
tlvo necessity of fulfilling the obligations 
of the exposition of 1900, and continued: 
“France must neglect nothing to maltn- 
tain the position she has won by ber 
loyalty, which was consecrated before the 
whole world by a precious alliance, 

Tho Foreign Policy. 

‘*The Government's foreign policy will 
bo inspired by the interests of the coun- 
try, und oare will be taken that our 
efforts are only proportionate to the yalue 
of the objects at stake.’”’ 

In conclusion, the Premier remarked 
that the Ministry would rely upon tho 
support of a purely Republican majority, 
and hq expressed the hope that it would 
give effect to the continuous policy of 
progress and reform, 

Aftor the budget was yoted, the Pre- 
micr then said the Chamber would be 
asked to deal with the various financial 
measures, Including bills to foster agri- 
culture, 

The Ministerial declaration was ap- 
plauded in both chambers, in the Cham- 
ber of Doputies and in tho Senate. 

In the Chamber of Deputies, M, Mir- 
man, Socialist, opened a discussion upon 
the goneral polley of the Government. 
He complained of the excessive measures 
taken during the recent strike, of the re- 
actionary tendency in the army and of 
the dismissal of pro-Dreyfus unlyorsity 
profession, 

M. Dupuy replied that the Government 
did not intend to introduce new laws, as 
those already existing sulliced to guar- 
antes order and protected the army. 


As to the Dreyfus Case, 


As to tho Droyfus case, the Premier 
addod, light will be thrown upon it the 
day the court. rendors its decision, which 
will be enforsed by the Government. The 
Chamber approved tho Ministerial declar- 
ation by a yote of 429 to 64, 

The Mintstor of Finance, M. Peytral, 
introducod the budget, and M, Delcasse, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, replying 
to deraands for the discussion of the 
Fashoda quostion, said he was unable to 
fix «a date for it, in view of the interests 
he had to safeguard, but the Minister 
hoped to arrange an early dato for its 
discussion. 

The Minister of Justics, M. Lebret, 
replying to a motion providing that all 
revision cases be shubmittted to the whole 
Court of Cassation, instead of to particu- 
Jar dopartmonts, said it was impossible 
to alter the procodure already started in 
the Droyfus case.

Fvident That Britain Intends to Have

London, Noy. 5.—'‘I'he correspondent of 
the Buffalo Courier cables as follows: 

Thero is no cessation in the hurried 
naval preparations which haye  boen 
under way for more than a week, and it 
becomes more than ever eyident that 
Great Britain is preparing for one grand 
coup which shall settle once and for all 
somo of the perplexing questions which 
have hoset the Goyerninont for years past. 

That tho question of the ‘‘open door"’ 
in China and tha limitation of the Rus- 
sinn advance into Manchuria is to be one 
of these there ia little doubt; but it ta 
also apparent that Lord Salisbury and 
his colleagues have decided that the time 
js opportune for tho dofinite sottloment 
of the Egyptian question, which is be- 
coming embarrassing by reason nat only 
ot the French occupation of Fashoda, but 
through tho intrigues of the young. Kho 
divo, who Is chafing at the reatraint put 
upon him by the British Administration.

oral Kitchenor took hia place on the dais 
by the sido of the Lord Mayor, Mr. 
Horatio David Davies. Tho clerk thon 
road a documont setting forth that cor- 
éatu oltizens had doolarea tha General to 
be a Mt and proper person. In presenting 
the sword of honor, the Lord Mayor read 
an address, in which ho anid this honor 
was only resoryod for England's greatest 
sons. 
The Banquet Was Mrillinnt, 

The banquet given to General Kitch- 
ener at the Mansion Houso last evening 
was an exceptionally brilliant affair, A 
trophy of British and Egyptian flags 
entwined had been arranged above the 
Lord Mayor's asat, ‘Lhe guests, who wore 
full dress uniforms with ribbons and 
decorations, included the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the Marquis of Salisbury and the 
other Cabinet Ministers; Lord Roberts of 
Kandahar, Lori Strathcona and Mount 
Royal, Sir Wiliiam Vernon Harcourt, 
Lord Rosebery, Lord Wolseley, the com- 
mander-in-chief of the forces; Lord Cur- 
zon of Kedlestan, the new appointed yice- 
roy cf Indin; Sir Joseph Lister, President 
of the Royal Society; the Duke of Marl- 
borough, Mr. Henry White, tho United 
States Charge d’Affaires; Baron Roths- 
ohild, Judge Lambert Tree, formerly 
United States Minister to Ruasia, and 
others of the highost rank in the British 
Kmpiro, In all, thero wore nbout 350 
guests present. 

The Lord Mayor received his guest In 
the grand salon, General Kitchenar was 
attired in the uniform of a major-goneral 
of the British army, with tho ribbon of 
the Osmanli Order. He was grocted with 
tromondons choers from the assembled 
guests, The banquet, appropriately, was 
served in the Egyptian Hall of the Man- 
sion House, 

Rosebory’s Remarks, 

Lord Rosebery tonsted the Army and 
Navy, paying a glowing tribute to Lord 
Kitchenor and his gallant comrades, and 
to Lord Cromer and the Egyptian anJ 
Soudanese forces, ‘‘whose brilliant cam- 
paign, just closed, is the most consum- 
mate in the annals of British military 
history.for eighty yeors, und far more 
beneficont and extended in its results 
than, perhaps, any recorded in history.’’ 
Tho campaign, said Lord Rosebery, had 
wipod out the ‘‘bloodivst and most bar- 
barous tyranny in the history of man- 
kind.’’ He conoluded by expressing the 
opinion taat Great Britain had a right to 
expect from nations whose territory bor- 
dered on tho Dervish territory not i}- 
feoling and -jealousy, but the fullest 
measure of gratitude,’’ 


What Salisbury Said. 


The assombly greeted tho rising of tho 
Marquis of Salisbury to toast the Sirdar 
with nervous silonce, as it had been 
whispered that ho had an important and 
grave statement to make. His statement 
was important, but it was pacific, .as he 
announced a settlement of the chief diffi- 
culty with Franco, Tho Premier said in 
part: “‘No one can wonder at the. vast 
enthusiasm by which tho career of this 
great soldier has been received, especially 
when we consider the strange dramatic 
interest in the olrcumstances and condi- 
tions amid which his laurels wero .won 
by the Sirdar. Besides being a splenilid 
soldier, he is also a svlondid diplomatist. 
It must haye required unusual talents 
successfully to carry out tho delicate mis- 
sion up tho Nile, which conduoted him 
into the presence of Major Marchand, 

“The Sirdar has lately expressed the 
hope that the difficulties arising trom the 
presence of Major Marchand may be 
within the power of diplomacy to adjust. 
Iam glad to say that up to a certain 
point he has proved a true prophet. 

‘This afternoon I recelyed from ths 
French Ambassador the information that 
the Government hayo come to the con- 
clusion that the ocoupation of Fashoda is 
of no sort of value—(prolonged laughter 
and cheers)—and that they thought, in 
the olroumstances, that to persist in an 
occupation which would only cost them 
money and do harm, merely because 
somo bad advisers thought it might be 
disagreeable to an unwelcome neighbor, 
would not show the wisdom with which, 
as I think, the French Republic has been 
uniformly guided. 

‘They had done what I believe evory 
Governmeut would haye done in the 
same position—resolyed that the occupa: 
tlon must coaso (cheers). I must not be 
understood as sayliug that all causes of 
controversy are romoyed, ‘hat is not so, 
Doubtless there will bo many discussions 
botween us; bat a somewhat acute and 
somewhat dangorous cause of differences 
has beon remoyod,”’ 


Goneral Kitchener's Roply. 
Goneral Kitchoner'’s reply, which was 
modest, gave unstinted praise to the 
British, Egyptian and Soudanesoe troops. 
Tho Sirdar said he would indood have 
beon an inoapable leader if ho had falled 
to victory with such soldiers.

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Dirt in The Dairy. 


The whole science of tutter making 
seems to revolve around the question of 
cleanliness. ‘l'lie problem of diri is ihe one 
that is hardest to solve. The man that 
thinks that he 1s dairyman in a cloanly 
manneris almost always mistaken, for 
cleanliness requires far greater effort than 
most of us expect. The microscope comes 
along and looks into the ‘‘clean” utensils 
and finds other microbes there, but in 
greater numbers. He goes into the milk- 
house and he finds the dirt there, and, 
mixed with it, swarms of microbes, This 
is so, though to the eye all is clevn, 

We do not take into’proper account the 
emallness of the particles of dirt nor the 
smallness of the minute plants we call bao- 
teria. We wash the pails till they are clean 
to all appearance, but time and events will 
show that they are not clean, We wash 
the milk cana and think wo have remoycl 
the dirt and microbes. But put in the top 
to tho can and lot the can set for a day.

| MISSIONARY SERVICES. 


Rey. Dr. Briggs Preaches Eloquent 
Sermons in Bridge St. Church. 


Rev, Dr. Briggs, of Toronto, Boek 
Steward of the Methodist Church, preach- 
ed the missionary anniversary sermons in 
Bridge st. church yesterday. As would be 
expected from a pulpit orator of his repu- 
tation they were models of their kind, full 
of fire combined with convincing logic and 
persuasive cloquence, 

In the morning he spoke from Isaiah 
42-4—** He shall not fail nor be discour- 
aged, till he haye sot judgment in the 
earth ; and the isles shall wait for his law.” 
Is christianity played out? was the ques 
tion he undertook to answer. Tho late 
poet laureate, Lord Tennyson, in one of 
his poems has personified and compared 
christianity with materialism, and given a 
glimpse of its ulcimate triumph. Christ- 
lanity Is pot played out, on rhe contrary it 
is now @ greater force than ever, as Siown 
by our churches, our colleges, our hospitals 
and our ‘deeds of munificence. What 
philanthropies have the sceptics establish- 
ed? What churches organized? What 
meetings held? If this religion were 
struck out of our hearts, where would be 
our churches, our colleges, our hospitals, 
the purity of our women and the manliness 
of ourmen? It would be gone, we would 
be morally bankrupt, within six months, 
It may be that td two-thirds of the world 
religion is a mere theory, but what would 
it be without it? Tom Paine sent his 
book ‘* The Age of Reason” to Benjamin 
Franklin and asked him for his opinion of 
it. The philosopher replied ‘* Burn it be- 
fore another eye sees it, if the world is so 
bad with religion what would it be 
without it? There need be no dis- 
heartening feeling about the progress 
of our race as men are continually widen- 
ing in their views of religion. Islamism, 
Buddhiam and other isms of the kind all 
revolve in the little circle in which they 
were born, while the religion of the Lord 
Jesus Christ keeps expanding. The Anglo- 
Sayon race is to-day playing a larger part 
in the world than itever did and it can 
trace everything to religion, it can never 
repay the debt it owes, although it is now 
making an effort. A quarter of a century 
ago there was not a quarter of a million 
dollars given annually for religious pur- 
poses, now there is twenty millions given. 


Continuing, he referred to the heroism 
of cur own pioneer missionaries, pointed 
out the great room there still was for 
missionary efforts in Canada, dwelt upon 
the fact that there was plenty of mon 
offering to go to those fields, and closed 
with an earnest appeal for greater liberal- 
ity to enable the Board to send those men. 


Dr. Briggs addressed the Sunday School 
in the afternoon and referred to the fact 
that it was during his pastorate back in 
the seventies that Mr. William Johnson 
was first clected to the Superintendency of 
the school,

THEREFORE THESE PRESENTS WITNESS, 
that the parties hereto have and they here- 
by do covenant and agree each with the 
other as follows :— 

The Contractor for the considerations here- 
iaafter expressed covenants and agrees 
with the City as follows, that is to say,— 

He, the Contractor, shall with all 

reasonable despatch consummate the union 
of the said two concerns into one pomnanr 
under the name of ‘The Abbott, Mitchell 
See Steel Company of Canada (Limit- 
ed).” 
2. The said new Company shall immedi- 
ately on its incorporation and on the City 
providing the site hereinafter described 
prepare the ground for the buildings re- 
quired for the purposes of the said works 
respectively of the said new Company and 
at once proceed with ths erection thereon of 
the said buildings and the establishment 
therein of the wotks machinery and plant 
hereinafter provided.

the Treasurer of the City thatsuch applica- 
ation has been made for the payment of said 
money thereon ; if the City shall not within 
six days file with the said Manager any ob- 
jections to the psyment 7f the said sum the 
Manager of the Bank,after the expiration of 
six days, and no objection being made, he 
shall pay over the said amount and interest 
at the rate aforesaid to the said new Com- 
pany. If the City however within said six 
days flie with the Manager of the Bank ob- 
jections to the payment over of the said 
money or any part of it, the Manager of the 
Bank shall thereupon call the said parties 
before him, ata time to be named in the 
notice calling the said meeting, and shall 
hear the statements of the parties and there- 
upon in writing shall give his decision upon 
the questions submitted. If such finding is 
in favor of the Company tbe amount then 
payable shall be paid oyer to the Compan 
without further Aelay: If, on the otherband, 
the said Manager finds that the objections 
made by tha City are sustained, he shall 
award accordingly, and thereon the amount 
of said yearly payment and interest then in 
dispute sball be eitherretained by him un- 
til the cause or objection is removed or shall 
be paid over to the City,as is provided for in 
this Agreement. Any dispute which may 
arise with regard to the payment over of 
said money, if either party requests, instead 
of referring it to the Manager of the Bank 
at Belleville, it may be taken to the General 
Manager of the Bank in Montreal and his 
decision in the matter shall be final and con- 
clusive. 

Provided, in case the said works are not 
run for nine months in any of said seven 
years, the bonus for that year or a propor- 
tionate part thereof, if less than nine months 
run, shall be forfeited to and paid over by 
the Bank to the City. 

19 The City shall, by its Council, as soon 
as may be, procure by submitting to the 
electors of the Municipality of the City of 
Belleville under the provisions of the Mun- 
icipal Act in that behalfa By-law author- 
ising the issue of debentures of the said 
City to raise the amount of fifty-five thou- 
sand dollars, for the purposes above indicat- 
ed (which sum is made up of fifty thousand 
doliars, the amount of the proposed cash 
bonus, and two thousand dollars, the esti- 
mated cost of the whole lands, including 
costs and expenses of making title thereto, 
to be Set tothe said new Company as 
aforesaid and three thousand dollars, the 
limit of the amount to be paid for import 
duty upon the said plant, material and 
machinery of the said Iron Works.) 

20. In case the said By-law receives the 
required assent of the said electors, the City 
shall by its Council forthwith pass and 
enact the same, 

21, The Contractor agrees that the said 
new Company to be formed as aforesaid 
shall use its best endeavors, skill and abil- 
ity to continue said Mills in full and suc- 
cessful operation in all the branches above 
indicated during the said period of Ten 
years. 

22. Ivis clearly agreed and understood 
thatin the event of the said incorporation 
of said new Company, they shall be subject 
to this agreement and that the same shall 
in every respect apply to sald new Company 
as fully as If said new Company was a party

23. The Contractor shall within ten days 
after the execution of this Agreement de- 
posit a certified cheque or depostc receipt for 
the sum of Vive Hundred Dollars withthe 
City ''reasurer of the said city, and the said 
City shall thereout reimburse themselves all 
expensos necessarily incurred In and about 
the submission of the said By-law to the 
vote of the electors, in case after the pas- 
sage of the same by the Council of the said 
City the sald Contractor shall fail to per- 
form the provisions of this Agreement on 
his part. Incase said Contractor enter up: 
on the performance of this Agreement,sach 
deposit shall be repaid the sa:d Contractor 
upon the arrival of the plant and machinery 
of the sald Iron Works iu Belleville, or up- 
on his having expended One Thousand Dol- 
lars in improvements on the site for the 
said buildings. 

2. Delays or stoppages caused by strikes 
or Inbor troubles or by accident or the mak- 
ing of necessary repairs shall not bo revard- 
ed as a violation of this agreement.

SEVEN HEN WENT 10 DEATH 


They Were Going Down the Shaft 
When the Crash Came. 








Tho Accident Was Due to the Alleged 
Carelossness of Engineer David Price, 
Who Is Said to Have Acted in Dis- 
obedience to Positive Orders—How 
the Horrible Affair Occurred—Threo 
Fatally Injured. 


Wilkes-Barre, Noy, 7.—Seven men wero 
killed and three fatally injured at the 
Exeter colliery of tho Lohigh Valley Coal 
Company at West Pittston, near here, 
Saturday morning.

Tho project is nothing loss than a ship 
canal across tho ompire, whioh shall con- 
neot the Baltic Sea with the Black Sea, 
so that tho Jurgest battleships oan pass 
through it at reasonable speed, Great as 
the plan Js, it is so simplo In tts engin: 
soring uspects, and also from 4 financial 
view point, that the only wondor is that 
the work has not been dono long ago, 
Though the waterway will [bo ton times 
as tong as the Snoz Canal, tho territorial 
conditions are so favorable, and the ex- 
Istina waterways are 60 large and deop 
and conyonient in their natural direction, 
that only about 150 milea of the 1,000 
miles will be needed to be dug. and com- 
paratively lttle dredging will be required 
to comploto the availability of the natural 
waterways, 

Tho least width of this great ship canal 
is to bo little more than 218 feet at the 
water loyel, and 114 feot at the bottom. 
The depth will bo 29}¢ foot uniformly. 

The Baltic Sea terminus of the ship 
canal ja to be the port of Riga. Riga 1s 
on the molith of tho Duna Rivor. 

The tvpographical conditions aro so 
favorable that the canal nesda only two 
locks, one at each terminus, and the soil 
of almost tho whole torritory through 
which the canal will pass is of the best 
possible character, being olay of excep- 
tional consistency, and of such good 
quality that tue bricks and much othor 
necessary material can bo manufactured 
ns the work proceeds from the earth 
which is dug up. 

Fivo yoars is tho time which it is cal- 
culated will be necessary to complete the 
work and open the canal for shipping. 
’he cost is estimated at only 200,000,000 
roubles, or $154,000,000, or about one- 
half that of the recent valuation in 
American gold of the fluctuating rouble. 

Perhaps the most direct interest for 
Americans is in the fact that this ship 
canal will opon a cheap and quick route 
of transportation to the wheat growers 
and petroleum producers of Russia. They 
can reach the Baltic and the Mediterran- 
ean with equal facility and economy, and 
thus supply Asia and Kurope and Africa 
more quickly and economically than can 
the Amoricans, The canal passes through 
the best potroleum territory. 

‘he Russian navy will gain Imimeasur- 
ably in effectiveness from the new canal. 
With she canal tho ontire question in 
time ot war would resolve itself intoa 
question of commanding t&o Dardanelles, 


| with an immense advantage on the side 


of the Russians. 

Should the Black Sea fleet, on the 
other hand, be menaced by a_ victorious 
enomy, the canal would save it. 
Where the ships now would be locked 
up helpleasly, with the canal they could 


In addition to this, the Russians hayo 
almost oompleted their work on their 
new jeo-free harbor in the Baltio, which 
will offer a safo winter port for their 
northern navy. It is within striking dis- 
tance of the most eastern German coast 
fortification, and with Riga woll fortified 
the Baltlo coast of Ruisia will be im- 
prognable and a steady monace to all ths 
other powers, 


A GENERAL UPHEAVAL 


Is Looked Upon as a Possibility in 
European Politics—Fashoda Kyacua- 
tion a Kuso to Gain Time, 


London, Noy. 7.—The Marquis of 
Salisbury’s doclaration on the subject of 
the withdrawal of tho Frenoh mission 

{from Fashoda, made at the Mansion 
House banquet in honor of Gen, Lord 
Kitchener, is not regarded here as_ being 
wholly satisfactory. The entire absence of 
any reference to the extraordinary nayal 
preparations is considerably commented 
upon. It is recognized that the French 
Premier, M. Dupuy, and his colleagues 
Intend to carry out what they havo 
promised, but, a factor which must be 
rockonod with is the fact that there aro 
influences at work in Paris which render 
the existenco of any Ministry precarious, 
and which might at any moment in the 
event of cértain contingencies provoke a 
general upheaval. 

Tho Knglish press point out that the 
evacuation of Fashoda js only an instal- 
ment of the satisfaction expected by 
Great Britain and that Franco has yot to 
swallow the pill of withdrawing from the 
Bahr-K1-Ghazal region, 

It is understood that Gen. Kitchener 
has proparod and placed before the Muar- 
quis of Salisbury a schomo defining the 
frontier of Bahr £1-Ghazal, and the posi- 
tion he regardé as vital to the proper pro- 
tection of the Soudan and Egypt. 

Tho attitude of the Marquis of Salis 
bury towards the commerolal side of the 
question is explained by the London 
Times, which, after rejterating Great 
Britain's detormination not to allow the 
French a foothold in the Bahr-Kl-Ghazal 
Provinces, says: ‘‘A French outlet to the 
Nile, for commorocial purposes, is secured 
by our goneral commercial policy, and 
may bo doubly assured by a treaty, pro- 
vided she grants Egypt reciprocal com. 
morcial facilities in the french Cungo.’?

Godmother to Son of a Soldier 
Slain in Battle—Health of 
the Prince. 


London, Noy. 7.—Quoen Victoria's 
solicitude for hor solilers wounded in 
battle and the famlies of the slain is an 
old story. Last week Hor Majesty por- 
formed one of those kindly acts which 
endear hor to the army. Capt. Finlay of 
the 79th Highlanders was killed at 
Atbara, a few months after his marriage. 
His widow has just had & son, for whom 
the Queen has made herself godmother. 
Her Majesty has also sent the infant a 
handsome baptismal cloak, and by the 
Queen's requost the boy has been chris- 
toned Victor Aloxander.

PAVLOFF DETAINED, 





He and Some Russian Sallors Aro Held 
at Tien Tsin. 


London, Noy. 7.—A despatch trom 
Shanghal says o telegram froin Tien-Tsin 
reports that 40 Russian sailors, an ad- 
miral and M. Pavloff, the Russian 
Charge d’Affaires iu China, have been 
dotained there, permission to proceed to 
Pekin not being torthcoming, and that 
thore is strong official opposition to their 
going to the capital. 

The admiral and M. Payloff, accord- 
ing to those advices, declare that if the 
train attempts to leave without the 
sailors buing on board they would stand 
in front of the engine. This, it is stated, 
is a forerunner of a probable affront to 
Russia. 


Brought the Turks to Time, 

Candia, Crete, Noy. 7.—Rear-Admiral 
Gorard Henry Nool, British commander 
in these waters, on Saturday ordered the 
‘'urkish troops, whose embarkation was 
delayed by an order from Constantinople, 
to ombark on a British transport. ‘the 
soldiers proceeded to obey, but the Turk- 
ish officer in command stopped the em- 
barkation, whereupon tho British Ad- 
miral caused tho barracks to be sur- 
rounced and declared the Turks prison- 
ers. He also throatenod to uso force to 
compel them to embark. Tho Turkish 
commanding officor then dliowed the em- 
barkation to proceed, 


The Emperor of China Lives, 
Pekin, Noy. 7,—M. Yano Furmlo, the 
Japanese Minister to China, had an audi- 
evce with the Empress Dowager and the 
Emperor yesterday for the purpose of the 
announcing of the decorations conferred 
upon them by the Mikado. The Kmpress 
Dowager was scated one stop above the 
Kmperor, Sho made the usual vompli- 
mentary speech, after which the Emperor 
read a speech, conped in similar terms,

Charleston, SC., Nov. 7. — Lieut.-

Mr, WW. FE. Irwin, Hill's Campaign Man- 
_ uger, on the Stand, 


Toronto, Noy. 7.—The correspondence 
between Banker C. W. Hartman of 
Carksburg and Barrister Irwin was _pro- 
duced at the opening of the West York 
eloction trial Saturday morning. The 
pavors have reforence to tho alleged ro- 
paymont of money expended by Wright 
during the election, among them being a 
statutory declaration signed by Wright, 
to the effect that the money was used for 
legitimato expenses. 

fr. Ht. EK. Irwin, W. J. Hill's cam- 
paign manager, was then called by the 
defence to disprove Walter Wright's 
agonoy, and said that he knew nothing 
of Wright, and never knew him person- 
ally, until he saw him in court. 

Mr. Hartman's papers wero produced 
at this point, and among them wasa 
statutory declaration signed by Wright 
stating that he had spent $10 working 
for Mr. Hill during the olection, but it 
was for legitimate purposes, and that he 
had spent no money illegally to influence 
people to yote tor Mr, Hill. 

A. J. Anderson, barrister, refuted W, 
J. Wright's statemont that the witness 
invited him to the committee room or 
assigned bilm work. He did nat seo 
Wright during the election, in which he 
took no active part after he was appoint- 
ed roturning officer. 

James Dovinos testifled that he never 
saw Wright in the committeo rooms, but 
saw him in the building. 

Alexander Heydon never saw Wright 
tefore his appearance in court. 

William Hill, who was poil constable 
at No, 12 polling booth, said he saw 
Wright around thoro on election day, but 
denied the statement made by Wright as 
to his appointment, He said ho was ap- 
pointed by Returning Officer Piggott. 
Wright had called at his house, but did 
not sov him. 

Clayton W. Hartman, bankor, of 
Clarksburg, and candidato in Grey as 
Independent Liberal in 1894, was the last 
witness called, In July he received a let- 
ter from Mr. Irwin, but he kept uelther 
it nor hisanswer. He received from Irwin 
a lotter written by Walter Wright.

Fifteen Workmen Killed in the Detroit 
Wonderland Bullding. 


Dotrolt, Nav. 7.—Tho new five-storoy 
Wonderland Thaatroe build?ng Js in ruins, 
and 15 or more Hyes have beon saorificod 
by an appalling avoldent which ocourred 
therein Friday afternoon, Shortly before 
2 o'vlock, whilo some 800 men were at 
work in various parta of the unfinished

Nearly every workman 
was carried down into the theatre pit;

bolow, youy fow of whom oscapod injury,

Ihe tool- 
marks on this base are clearly perceoti- 
ble, and look as if the workman had only 
just left his task. 

As to the haadsome red marble pillar 
to which we have alluded, it is reason- 
able to conjecture that it was tho base 
for the statuo of the god, as it is about 
four feet Jong, and the only ploce of 
colored marble found on the site, The 
partly executed capitals are extremely 
interesting, as showing the methods of 
the Roman artist who was engaged upon 
them, while those that are complete are 
yory good specimens indeed, considoring 
that they belong to an ago of deoline. 

If Pompoii itself has not been produc- 
tive of sensation this year, a small ex- 
cayation on private ground only a fow 
yards outside the walls has more than 
made up for this by revealing one of the 
finest and imost interesting mosalés of 
antiquity. Surrounded by a most exqui- 
alte garland of flowers, with a theatrical 
mask thrown in here and there to break 
the pattern, is a ploture representing a 
group of seven philosophers, one of whom 
is seated with a papyrus in his hand, and 
the others are grouped round listening 
to him. 

In the background are some ruinod pil- 
Jars, and in the right hand upper cornor 
is o representation of the Areopagus of 
Athens, with its rocks and buildings. 
The mosaic is polyohrome and in dimin- 
utive cubes of very fine workmanship, 
equal in merit to those by Dioscorides of 
Somas in the Naples Museum, which are 
believed to be the only signed mosalos of

This is the moro remark- 
able because of the rigid loyalty to rank 
and bigh birth In the Austrian court.

THE QUEENSLAND 
LEGISLATURE. 


THE SPEAKER SUSPENDS SEVEN 
MEMBERS. 





The Australian steamer, which arrived 
at Vancouver on the 6th of November, 
brings news of an interesting, if not of 
a very creditable character, of scenes which 
took place in the Queensland Legislature a 
few days before the yessol sailed from 
Sydney for Canada, which resulted in the 
suspension of no less than seven members, 

for the following reasons : 

‘Mr. McDonald accused the Speaker of 
helping the Government by violating the 
rules «f procedure. The Speaker sus- 
pended MoDonald, and while he was be- 
ing removed Mr. Hoolan helped him to 
resist. The Speaker called Hoolan to or- 
der, and the latter shouted, ‘Shut up, 
you contemptible little nigger driver !’ 

“Hoolan was then suspended. On leay- 
ing the room he twirled his fingers on his 
nose at the Speaker. 

“Mr. Turley jumped up and said :—'I 
endorse everything Hoolan did.’ Mr. 
Turley was accordingly suspended.

Paul's Desoriptive Rhetoric of the 
Enemies That Deth So Sorely Beset 
the Christian Pilgrims in Evory Land 
and Clime—A Talmagian Sermon Full 
ef Encouragement. 


Washington, Noy. 6.—Roy. Dr. Tal- 
mage this morning preached from the 
text, Ephesians vi, 12, ‘‘We wrestle not 
against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkess of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
Places.’’ He said: 

Squeamishnoss and fastidiousness were 
Reyer charged against Paul’s rhetoric. In 
the war against ovil he took the first 
Weapon he could lay hie hand on, For 
illustration, be employed the vhonser, the 
arena, the foot race, and there was noth- 
ing im the Isthmian gamo, with its 
Wreath ef pine leaves, or Pythian game, 
with ite wreath of laurel and palm, er 
Nemean game, with its wreath of pare- 
ley, or any Roman circus, but he felt he 
had a right to put it in sermon er epistle, 
and are you net surprised that in my 
text he calls upon a wrestling bout for 
suggestivences?

Do not deal in vitu- 
peration aud billingsgate and contempt 
and adjeotives dynamitio, Tho other side 
oun beat us at that, Their dictionaries 
have more objurgation and brimstone. 
We are in the strength of God to throw 
flat on its back every abomination that 
ourses the earth, but let us approach our 
mighty antagonist with suavity, Herou- 
les, son of Jupiter and Alomena, will by 
a precursor of smiles be helped rather 
than damaged for the performance of his 
“19 Jabors.’’ Let us be as wisoly strateglo 
{n religious circles as attorneys in court- 
-rcoms, who are complimentary to each 
other in the opsning remarks before they 
come into legal struggle such us that 
which left Rufus Choate or David Paul 
Brown triumphant or defeate!. People 
who got into a rage in reformatory work 
accomplish nothing but the depletion of 
their own nervous system. There jis suoh 
a thing as having a gun so hot at the 
touchhole that iv explodes, killing the 
one that sets it off. ‘here are some re- 
formatory meetings to which I always 
decline to go and take part, because they 
are apt to become demonstrations of bad 
temper. I never like to hear a man swear, 
even though he swear on the right side. 
The very Paul who in my text employed 
in illustration the wrestling matoh be- 
bayed on a memorable occasion us we 
ought to Lehaye. The translators of tho 
Bible made an unintentional mistake 
when they represonted Paul as insulting 
tho people of Athens by spoaking of ‘‘tne 
unknown god whom ye ignorantly wor- 
ship.*’ Instead of charging thei with 
ignorance the original indicates he com- 
plimented them by suggesting that they 
were very religious, but as they confessed 
that thore were somo things they did not 
understand about God he proposed to say 
some things concerning him, beginning 
whero they had left off. The same Paul 
who said in one place, ‘Bo courteous,”’ 
and who had noticed the bow precading 
the wrostling match, here exercises 
susyities before he proceeds practically 
to throw down tho rocky side of the 
Acropolis the whole Parthenon of idola- 
tries, Minerva and Jupiter smashed up 
with the rest of them. In this holy war 
polished rifle will do mere executiun than 
blunderbusses. Let our wrestlers bow as 
they go into the struggle which will leave 
all perdition under and all heaven on top. 
Remember also that those wrestlers 
went through severe and continuous 
apree af preparation for thelr work. 
ey Were pub upon such diet as woujd 
best develop their muscle. As Paul says, 
“Every man that striveth for ths mas: 
tery is temperate in all things.’ The 
Wrestlers wero put under complete disol- 
pline—bathing, gymnastios, struggle in 
‘ sport with each other to develop strengtt 
and give quickness to dodge ot head and 
_ trip of foot, stooping to lift each other 
| off the ground, suddenly rushing forward, 
suddenly pulling backward, putting the 
' left foot behind the other's righs foot 
and getting his opponent off his balance, 
| hard trajning for days and weeks and 
’ months, so that when they met it was 
giant clutohing giant. And, my friends, 
if we do not want ourselves to be thrown 
in this wrestle with the sin and error of 
the world we had better got ready by 
Christian discipline, by holy self denial, 
| by constant practice, by submitiing te 
: divine supervisal and alrection. Do not 
| begrudge the time and the money for 
that young man who is in proparavion for 
the ministry, spending two years in 
| @fammar school and four yeurs in colloge 
, and three years in theological seminary. 
I know that nine years aro big alice to 
take off of a man's active life, but if you

It will net do to believe tho Bible 
in spots or think somo of it true and 
sonie of it untrue You just make up 
your mind that the story of the gardon 
of KEdon is an allegory, and the epistle of 
Jnioos an Interpolation and that the mir 
acles of Christ oan be accounted for on 
patural grounds, without any bellef in 
the supernatural, and the first time you 
aro intorlocked in a wrestle with ain and 
Satan yon will go undor and your foot 
will be higher than your head, Ic will 
not do to have one foot ona rock and the 
othor on the sand, The old book would 
long ago have gony to ploces if it had 
boon yulnorable, But of the millions of 
Bibles that have beon printed within the 
last 25 yoars, nob one ohapter has been 
omitted, and the omission of one chapter 
would havo been the cause of the rejec 
tion of the whole edition, 

Alas, for those who while trying to 
prove that Jonah was novor swallowed of 
a whale, themsolvos got swallowed of the 
whale of unbeliet, which digests but 
nevor cjoots ite ylotims, The inapiration 
of the Bible is not more certain than the 
prosoryation of the Bible in its present 














































condition. After so many centuries of 
assault on the book would it not be a 
matter eof economy, {$0 say the least— 


economy of brain and sconomy of atation- 
ory and coonomy of printers’ urk—if the 
batteries now assailing the book would 
change their alm and be almed against 
some other books, and the world shown 
that Walter Scott did not write ‘'The 
Lady of the Lako,’’ nor Homer ‘The 
Iliad,”’ nor Virgil ‘'The Georgios,’’ nor 
Thomas Moore ‘‘Lalla Rookh,"’ or that 
Washington's tarewell address was writ- 
ten by Thomas Paine, and that the war 
of the American Revolution never oc- 
curred, That attumpt would be quite as 
successful as this long timed attack anti- 
Biblical, and then it would be new. Ob, 
koup out of this wrestling bout with the 
ignorance and the wretochednesa of the 
world unless you feel that beth feet are 
planted in the eternal veraoitios of the 
book of Almighty God! 

Notive also that in this science of 
wrestling, to which Paul refers in my 
text, it was the third throw that deolded 
the contest. A wrestler might be thrown 
once and thrown twice, but the third 
time he might recover himself, and by 
an unexpected twist of arm or ourye of 
foot gain the day. Well, that is broad, 
smiling, unmistakable gospel. Some 
whom IL address through ear or eye, by 
voice or printed page, have been thrown 
in their wrestle with evil habit. 

Aye, you have been thrown twice, but 
that does not mean, oh, worsted soul, 
that you are thrown foreyer! I have no 
authority for saying how many timos a 
man may sin and be forgiven, or how 
many times he may fall and yet riee 
again, but I have authority for saying 
that he may fall 490 times, and 490 
times got up. The Bible declares that 
God will fosgive 70 times 7, and if you 
will employ the rule of multinlication 
you will find that 70 times 7 is 490. 
Blessed be God for suan a gospel of high 


hope and thrilliug encouragement ani 
neagnificent rescue, A gospel of lost sheep 


brougbt home on shepherd's shouldor, 
and the prodigals who got into the low 
work of putting husks into swines’ 
troughs brought home to jewelry and 
banqueting and bilarity that made the 
rafters ring. 

Three sketches of the same man: A 
happy home, of which ho and a laasie 
taken from a novighbor'’s house are the 
united hoad.

But one day while slinking 
through one of the back streets, not 
Wishing to be recognized, a good 
thought crosses his mind, for he has 
heard of men flung flat rising again. Ar 
riving ot his house, he calls his wife im 
and shuts the door and says: ‘‘Mary, I 
am going todo differently. This is not 
what I promised you when we were mar- 
riod, You have beet very pationt with 
mo and have borne everything, although 
I would haye had no right to complain 
ifyou had loft me and gone home to 
your fathor's house. It seems to me that 
once or twice when I was not myself I 
struck you, and several times, I know, I 
called you hard namos.

In Monday's issue of The Mail and Em- 
pire there was ashort report of an exam- 
ination for discovery at Cleveland, Ohio, in 
@ case now pending in the Ontario courts 
in which the executors of the estate of the 
late James Maclaren of Ottawa are plain- 
tiffs, and directors of the Anglo-American 
Tron Company, who have immense interests 
in North Hastings, are defendants. The 
plaintiffs sue the defendants for five hun- 
dred thousand dollars damages for keepiog 
the property idle for a period of ten yeare, 
when it would be capable of large earnings 
if worked. As stated in Monday’s report,

in Canada and going to Cleveland to con- 


duct the preliminary examinations. It is 
charged by the plaintiffs in this action 
that the property for the Anglo-American 
Tron Company has been kept idle in the in- 
terests of the Canadian Copper Company, 
as the same men compose the Board of Dir- 
ectors of both companies and control both 
companies. The business and affairs of 
the Copper Company are therefore involved 
with the affairs of the Iron Company, and 
both companies are practically parties 
defendant in this action, 


It is proper to say here that both these 
companies are really nickel and copper 
companies, ownifg the famous nickel and 
copper mines at Sudbury, about which 
there has been so much litigation in the 
United States.

NEWSPAPER ENTERPRISE. 


The London Times and other English 
journals have been noted for the enter- 
prise which they have displayed in secur- 
ing news of stirring events, particularly ot 
the results of battles, when their country 
was at war. Itis questionable, however, 
whether the enterprise of the United States 
daily newspapers in the recent war with 
Spain has ever been excelled in the history 
of journalism. One paper had ten sea-go- 
ing craft in commission, at an aggregate 
expense of over $15,000 per day for its use 
only, and as itcosts from 50 to 80 cents 
per word to send press matter from St. 
Thomas or Jamaica, and $1.45 to 1.80 per 
word for press cables from Hong Kong, a 
correspondent had to use much discretion. 
Mr. Harry Brown, of the New York Her- 
ald, paid $6,400 in American gold to get 
his description of the fight with Oervera to 
his paper.

While in the Witness Box, 


Toronto, Noy. 12,—No new decision in 
the West York case was ylyon yesterday, 
but the Interest taken in i¢ Is still at 
fever heat. The hope of conoluding it 
this week was definitely abandoned in 
the aftornoon, and arrangements were 
made for its resumption on Deo, 19, the 
earliest dats possible, owing to the on- 
gagemoents of Mr. Justice Falconbridge. 
In the morning the Orr charges were ro: 
sumed, but the heavy snowstorm had de- 
layed the arrival of witnesses, and it war 
after 11 o'clock when the first of them, 
Mr. W. A. Hill, stepped Into the box. 

His ovidence went chiefly to show that 
Orr had never rocolyed a canvassing book 
or done any canyassing to amount to 
anything, 

He Took a Drive, 

The respondont, Mr. W. J. Hill, waa 
then recalled and questioned by Mr. 
Nesbitt about the drive he took with 
Orr to Poel County and whether he had 
not oanyussed a family named Jones on 
tho way. Mr. Hill's simple reply was 
that if anybody said he did he was lying. 
He also denied all knowledge of election 
oftiojals, 

Mr. Irwin was also again in the box 

_on tie question of election officials, and 

his eyidence went to show that, as they 

had gained some 120 yotes by the revision 

of tho lists, they had been particulary 

careful to ayold any doubtful work, which 

would tend to counteract this advantage. 
Got No Promise. 

Mr. Rutledge swore that Maxwell had 
told him last Saturday that Orr had 
neyor promised him anything for his 
yoto, and that Mrs, Maxwell, also pres- 
ent, had corrohorated what her husband 
said, 

Joseph Rush was tho final witnoss ot 
tho morning, but his eyidence simply 
went to show that Orr was an activo 
worker in tho Referim interest. 

Mr. Nesbitt then reviewed the Orr 
charges at length, claiming that at least 
two of the three must be considored 
proved. 

The cours rose for luncheon in the 
midst of his remarke, and when they ro- 
sumed in the afternoon Mr. Nesbitt con- 
cluded with a general summing up, 

Counsel for the respondent held that 
canvassing did not constitute an agency. 
Mr, Orr had been a zealous worker. Hoe 
was a friend of Mr. Hill, but he had had 
no instructions from Hill to canvass for 
him. There had been no communications 
en them on the subject of the eleo- 
tion, 

Judgment was reserved on the point 
until this morning. 

See Account Paid. 

William Gillman, called in connection 
with the next series of charges, swore 
that Hill and Burgess hal called upon 
him during the first week in February 
prior to the elections. Burgess introduced 
Mr. Hilland told Gillman ho had been 
talking to Mr. Hill about the account 
the Township of York owed him.

embarkation the party cast off for tho

After introductions, Lord Minto, aoc- 
companied by Hor Excollonoy the Coun- 
tess of Minto and tho vico-.egal party, 
embarked on La Canadienne for the re- 
turn yoyage to Quebec. 

At the Queen's Wharf were drawn up 
a guard of honor from the Royal Cana- 
dian Artillery, under Major Benson and 
Capt. Thacker, with the band of tho 
Queen's Own Canadian Hussara and a 
mounted escort of 84 mon from the latter 
corps, under Capt, urver. 

Lhe vios-regal party proceeded imme- 
diately to the Legislative Council Hall 
in the Parllamont Buildings. 

The new Governor was received with 
great enthusiasm and many flags were 
hung ont in the streets through which 
the party passed. Whe Terrace and other 
prominent points were also lined with 
people eager to got a glimpse of the new 
Vioeroy and his wife. 

The Legislative Council Hall had beon 
tastefully decoratod with flowers aud 
bunting for the occasion, Tho chamber 
presented a brilliant scene, one side of 
the ohamber lined with uniforms of the 
officors of the militia regiments, amongst 
which wore deputations from the Gov- 
ernor-General’s Body Guards of ‘Toronto 
and the Goyernor-Goneral’s Koot Guards 
of Ottawa. 

His Excellency Lord Aberdeon was al- 
reaiy at the throne when Lord Minto 
arrived and he greoted his successor with 
words of cordial welcome. 

The Inauguration Ceremonies, 

Tho inauguration ceremonies were im- 
posing and witnessed by a large number 
of the Ministers of tho Dominion and 
Local Parliament, Lieut.-Governora 
Jette of ths Province ot Quebeo, Daly of 
Nova Scotia and Forget of the Northwost 
Territories, the Lord Bishop of Quobeoc, 
Right Rey. Mgr. Begin, Arohbishop of 
Quebec, the members of the consular 
body, the judges of the District of Que- 
bec and the judges of the Supreme Court, 
Judges Sedgwick, King, efc., ete. 

After the reading of the Royal Com: 
mission, calling Lord Minto to the fulfill- 
ment of the high functions of Governor- 
General of ths Dominion, the new Goy- 
ernor-General was sworn in by Judge 
Sedgwick of the Supreme Court. 

Then Lord Minto ascended the steps of 
the throne, accompanied by the ox- 
Goyeirnor-General, and took tho chair. 

Lord Aberdeen Introduced Him, 
Afterwards Lord Aberdeen introduced 

to his successor the Shree Lieut, -Goyernors 
and the members of the Federal Cabinet 
present, 

After the ceremony of inauguration 
Mayor Parent presentsd His Excollenoy 
Lord Minto an address in both lang- 
uages, in behalf of the city, and Lady 
Minto with a splendid bouquet of roses. 

Lord Minto answered yery happily to 
the address, in the French and Knglish 
Jauguages. After these In:posing eere- 
monies Their Excellencies Lord and 
Lady Minto were escorted by the Queen’s 
Own Canadian Hussars to the Queen’s 
Wharf, where they crossed to Levis to 
take passuge on board the Scotsman for 
Montreal. 

Departure of the Aberdeens, 

Thoir Hxcellencies, Lord and Lady 
Aberdeen, went from the House to 
Spencerywood, being the guosts of Lieut.- 
Governor Jette and Lady Jette, They 
were given an escort from the Queen's 
Own Canadian Hussars as far as tho toll 
gate, and were mot there on their return 
and oscorted to the SS. Labrador at 6 
o'clock p.m. for Liverpool, taking with 
them from Canada tho good wishes of the 
entire Vominion, from the greatest to 
lowest. 

A royal salute of 21 guns was fired 
from tho Citadel after the installation of 
the new Governor-General and tho de- 
parture of Lord and Lady Aberdeen. 

A complimentary dinnor was given to 
Iion. Dr, Borden, Minister of Militia, in 
the Garrison Club at 7.30 last evening, 
and was attended by some 36 guests, in- 
cluding the Dominion Ministers in town,

Montreal, Nov. 14.—Horo is the story 
of tho master of the Wostmoath, Captain 


Johnson said: Wo left Antworp Oot. 
92., and had some very heavy weather, 
but all wont woll until Noy. 2, at 6.40 


p.m. The woather had moderated shortly 
bofore, but just at that bour tho tail-end 
ahaft broke in the stern tubo, From that 
time until Noy. 6 the vossel labored holp- 
lossly at the meroy of tho high sea run- 
ning, On the 6th a yossol westward 
bound passed us, but owing to the flur- 


ries of snow fallod to percelye our aig- 
nals. We woro in 062,50 N., 560.16 W., 
about 800 miles from Bello Isle, when 


the shaft broke, and when on Noy, 6 the 
Monteyidean picked us up, we wore in 
58.04 N,, 47.80 W., haying been drifted 
to thore by the wind. 

The Good Samaritan, 


rho Montevidean at once made fart to 
us and towed us for nouarly four hours, 
but could hardly get steerage on. In threo 
ours and forty minutes she towed us 
814 miles against a strong S,E.T. Then 
the 54-inch atecl hawser attached to 45 
fathoms of cable broke, our screw had 
fallon out, but had jammod against the 
rudder post, and so our vessel would not 
steor. ‘I'he Montovidean hung by for two 
hours and then ran undor our astern and 
told us she could not tow us, and asked 
all hands ta prepare to leave. We could 
only get away by the lifeboats, and sho 
had to make fous trips, the first at 10 
p.m. and the la3é af 2 p.m., as we trans- 
forrod all our mon ourselves, 


Twe Daring Saltlors. . 


‘When we got on board the Monteyid- 
ean wo called tho roll and found four 
men missing. ‘This was a surprise, as 
we had been under thy impression that 
all woro saved. However, Captain Mao 
dougall at once sent his chief officer with 
a boat and crew and three of our men to 
search the Westmeath anew. One of the 
men subsequently turned up on board the 
Monteyidean, and the other two, who 
were firemen, were found in the donkey 
room where they had stowed themselyes 
away. When questioned they said that 
thoy figured that there were provisions 
and wine for 43 men for flye or six weoks 
on board, and that it should last two 
men along timo, so they proposed to 
stay on board and have a good time. 
Theso men were perfectly sober. 

One Man In Missing. 


“One man, however, wo never found, 
a German-American sailor named Mul- 
ler, from Baltimore. He and two others 
of the crew had broken into the store- 
room and broached the spirits and were 
dead drunk. We looked after them the 
best way “we could, and seyeral men 
assured me that all threo had gono in 
the boats, but evidently he had fallon 
overboard somewhere. 

“Tt was very hard to keop track of the 
men, as they kept climbing up and down 
all the time, 

Doubtless at the Bottom, 


“‘Whon wo loft the Westmeath she had 
10 feet of water in No. 6 hold, and she is 
doubtless at the bottom of the ocean now. 
The screw must have punched aehole in 
her. She was loaded yery deeply with 
sugar, cement and general cargo. 

‘We aro now all told 41, and I desire 
to most heartily thank Capt. Macdougall 
and his crew for all the kindness he has 
shown us,’’ 


MILITARY TROUBLE IN HAVANA, 





third Company of the Orden Publico 
Force Protest Against Disbanding. 


Havana, Noy. 14.—The Orden Publico 
force, cavalry and infantry regiments, 
was dishanded on Saturday after a part 
payment of arrears had been made. The 
Orden Publico organization has ceased 
to exist since Saturday. Tho trouble lead- 
ing to tho disbandment of the force began 
with the protest of ths third company on

The rogulars 
refused to charge or fire upon their 
brother soldiers when ordered ‘So do s0 
in the hope of intimidating the men, who 
wers finally persuaded to retire to their 
quarters,

These settlers had been induced by faleo 

representations to leave their homes in 

Newfoundland, in the hope of finding bet- 

ter and more profitable fishing in the wat- 

ers surrounding the Island. Having reach- 
ed their new home, they were unablo to 
got away, hence became permanent settlers. 

The people being English and Protest- 
ant, this new owner of the Island com 
menced a system of eviction and ordered 
them, not only to leave their possessions, 
but also the Island, and seek homes else- 
where. 

So far did this potentate carry his 
scheme of eviction, that he made repre: 
sentations to the Government of the 
Province of Quebec, which induced that 
Government to send down a posse of 
Policemen to quell what had been repre- 
sented to be an incipient rebellion. When 
the Quebec Policemen arrived there, they 
found the people peaceable and quiet, and 
that M. Menier or his Governcr had 
falsely represented the state of affairs, and 
they refused to evict the setlers and drive 
them off the Island. The Quebec Govern- 
ment wisely approved the action of their 
officials and is now, at the expense of the 
Province, testing the legal right of Mr. 
Menier to the property in possession of 
these settlers, and have entered a_ test 

case in the Superior Court at Murray Bay. 

This action of the new French purchaser 
of the Island has brought to light some in- 
teresting facts In connection with the 
ownership of Anticosti. Two new claim- 
ants have come to the surface, and Mr. 
Menier may have to defend his rights in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. The case is 
one of colonial history, and therefore of 
more than ordinary interest. The two 
claimants are one English and the other 
French. The English claimant is Sir 
Fitzroy Maclean, C. B., one of the oldest 
of the Scotch baronets, who says that he has 
in his possession a Latin charter from King 
George of England, granting to one of his 
ancestors in the early days after Canada 
was ceded to the British crown, the island 
situated in the Gulf of St. Lawrence known 
as Anticosti. When'stationed at Halifax, 
thirty years ago with his regiment (the 
13th Hussars), Sir Fitzroy says he paid a 
visit to the island. Neither he nor any of 
his ancestors ever assigned this charter, 
but in recent years paid little attention to 
their rights, supposing the lands to be 
valueless. 

The Frenchman claims the estate as heir 
of Mr. Francois Bissot, who was the orig- 
inal grantee under the charter from the 
French Crown. The heirs of Mr. Bissot, 
now living in France, claim that they never 
assigned their rights in this island to any 
company or ferson, hence Mr, Menier may 
have to prove his title by investigations 
that he never expected. 

A short statement of what has taken 
place in conuection with the different 
transfers of the Island of Anticosti is as 
follows : 

“The Labrador Company, Limited, 

claimed the property by virtue of a royal 
charter granted by the King of France to 
the trading company of New France in 
1627. In 1889 this company collapsed 
financially, and the Island of Anticosti was 
sold at public auction, under an order of 
the Supreme Court of the District of Sag- 
uenay, to Francis W. Stockwell. Stock- 
well organized an English company, undor 
the nameof the Island of AnticostiCompany, 
Limited. From 1889 to 1895 F. W. and 
T. G. Stockwell managed the affairs of the 
Island in the name of this company, and 
from this company Mr. Menier made his 
purchase ir 1895.

Tho alligator is rapidly disappearing in 
the settled regions of Florida and becom 
lug sonroor overy day oven in such romote 
regions aa the Kvyorglades, owing to tho 
war of oxtermination waged againat it by 
hide hunters, taxidermista and dealers in 
curiosities, Those pursuc it night and day 
year in and year out Tho little ginger 
lings just out of the nest are in great do 
mand, as they aro worth from 82 to 83 
per hundred in the local markets. The 
“ourlo’’ dealers who purchase thom often 
rosell them at $1 each to northern visitors, 
or olse they kill and stuff them into card 
plates, olgar holders or whatever olso their 
fancy suggesta and dispose of thom at 
good prices, The young ore frequently 
lured from thoir lurking places by a poor 
imitation of the grunts of tholr mother, 
ond mon oxpert in mimicking her may 
capture a largo number in a day, as thoy 
respond promptly to the calls and pour out 
of onyitios in hot haste to see tho caller 
Tho most oxpert ‘'gator callers’’ I ever 
knew wero swamp rangers, both white 
and black, Who were born and bred within 
a short distance of an alligator swamp, 
and therefore knew overy intonation of 
tho saurian’s voice. These men cogld mako 
& matron charge wildly at them across a 
broad stream by iinitating the frightened 
erles of her young or lure o decrepit old 
bull by mimicking the grunts of the fo 
male, They could in fact delude both old 
and young and often earned good sums 
by tholr art. 

The “bellowing season’’ begins in May 
and losts until the middle of July, and 
during that time the unmated bulls make 
night hideous, In fighting each othor they 
tise jaw and tail with the utmost fury 
They must deliyor exceedingly heayy 
blows with the latter, for tho sounds can 
bo heard at a considerablo distance. When 
ono geta a good mouth hold on the other, 
it clings like a bulldog, but as the body 
armor is generally toothproof, except in 
special places, little damage can be done 
even in a protracted conflict. 

As tho reptiles can only deliver blows at 
objects a littlo to one side of the head, it is 
amusing to see them try to got directly in 
front of each other and make circular 
sweeps with the tail in the blind hope that 
some may prove effective. I hayo known 
them to fight for hours at intervals with 
great fury and have again seen ao huge 
bull retreat in a most domoralized mannor 
after recelying a few blows. 

When the female is ready to lay her 
eggs, she rotires to somo secluded wet or 
swampy place and builds out of mud, de- 
cayed yegotation and rushes a nest two or 
throo feet high and haying a large, firm 
baso. If she builds on tidewater, she car 
ries her nest farther back—somo years 
more than others—as if she knew when 
tides would be unusually high, and the 
strangest part of it is that, asarule, ‘high 
nosts and high tides’’ go together. ‘Ihe 
receptacle for the eggs is deep and spacious 
and well mado, She lays from 20 to 100 
egus in this, usually in July, covering 
them with Hght, loose material to give 
the young when hatched plenty of room, 
and wakes the upper part solid by beating 
with her head and walking over it several 
times to trample it down. Sho frequently 
walks over it while the eggs aro incubat 
ing, in order to keep it packed, for i®it be 
came loose the rain would enter and pre: 
vont the eggs from hatching. 

It .ysually takes 60 days for the young 
to rear, and she eyidently knows the 
hour they should announce their presence, 
for she keeps passing around tho nest the 
day when they are expected, becomes nery- 
ous, usually irritable, and so pugnacious 
that she is ready to fight anything froma 
mole toa man that approaches her nursery: 
On hearing tho young give their first faint 
croak she begins tearing away the covering 
with claws and jaws, and on reaching 
tliom give several endearing grunts, then 
proudly leads them to her cave in the 
swamp, stream or lake close by. From 
that moment forward she must yigilantly 
watch her progeny to preyent them from 
boing destroyed by enomiles, for everything 
that eats flesh seems to prey upon them. 
Fishes, snakes, owls, hawks, polecats and 
turtles deyour them whenever they can, 
but their worst foes are the bull alligators, 
for they destroy them out of more wanton- 
noss. 

One of the peculiarities of the eggs of 
an alligator is that they are generally of 
different shapes, although the ends aro al- 
ways alike. ‘They are about 1}¢ inches in 
diameter, and the ordinary length of tho 
newly hatched youngsters is four inches 
These do not cat any food for seyeral days 
after leaying the nest and make a begin- 
ning on larym, water insects and frogs, 
gradually advancing to snakes, fishes and 
finally to anything edible. They cannot 
eat food that requires tearing apart, owing 
to the bluntness and irregularity of their 
teeth. -An adult saurian possesses 80 
teocth, if it has not lost any by accident, 
and no two are of the samo size and shape 
except those opposite each other. ‘That is 
why it cannot tear fresh flesh and must 
allow it to putrefy before it can be eaton 
The teeth are hollow, yet strong, and are 
shed every year, s0 that the loss of a fow 
in a contest produces no permanent in- 
jury. Both old and young catch their prey 
by lying in wait for it and striking it sud- 
denly with the tail when it approaches 
near enough to bo hit. Mouth and tail 
work automatically together, for the caudal 
blow promptly knocks the prey into the 
distended, awaiting jaws. That given, the 
saurian backs off into deop water and bo- 
ging rolling over and oyer like a barrel, 
or spinning round and round in a circle 
for the purpose of suffocating its captive 
as speedily as possible. It then takes its 
prey to some fayorito rotreat and buries it 
until it bocomes tonder enough, through 
putrofaction, to be easily torn apart.— 
John Mortimer Murpby in Popular 
Solence Nows. ”

Olives at Sorrento. 

Tho olive ylolds an abundant crop once 
in two years, Tho season when olives are 
plentiful is called by the contadini ‘‘l’anno 
graseo,’’ or the fat year; the other, when 
they are scarce, being “l’anno magro,” 
or lean year. In tho month of September 
the fruit begins to turn a bluish black, but 
it is not fully colored till Ootober. It is 
ofton attacked by small maggots, such as 
aro found in cherries, and then it falla 
frem the trees; but, though tho olives aro 
partially spoiled, they aro picked off the 
ground and an inferior kind of oll 1a made 
from them, Tho longer they remain on 
tho trees the better i the quality of oll 
thoy produce, 

In other parts of Italy they are seldom 
gathored before the month of December, 
but on the coast of Sorrento itis generally 
necessary to harvest them earlier, In 1897 
tho crop was abundant and promised well; 
but, owing to the want of rain in August, 
the fruit became dry and shriveled, and 
when the heavy rains came in September 
much of it rotted and fell, and most of it 
had to be gathored before it was entirely 
spoiled, In such a season the end of Ooc- 
tober will see the trees entirely despoiled, 
and the fine crop will bring Jn a poor har- 
yest and produce an inferior quality of oil 
—Chambers' Journal. ‘ 


Leprosy In Not Hereditary, 

That leprosy is a contagious disense is 
unanimously admitted by the best author- 
ities, but the oxact, manner of its conta- 
gion is certainly difficult to understand 
‘There are many examples of persons lly- 
ing for years In the most Intimate family 
relations with lepers and remaining unin- 
fect. And often but one member of the 
family will acquire the disease. 

On the other hand, the history of the 
disease in differont parts of the world 
shows that io nover originates spontane- 
ously, but that its origin can always be 
traced to human importation. There are 
also a vory large number of recorded cases 
whero leprosy has resulted from a single 
contact of an abraded surface with some 
lesion or secretion of an infected individ- 
ual. 

These apparently contradictory facts 
must be explained on the theory that some 
peculiar inherent predisposition, which 
exists only in a limited numberof indi- 
viduals, is necessary for tho developinent 
of this strange diseaso, There is no reason 
to belleve that leprosy is a hereditary dis- 
ease.—North American Review. 


The Benrsa of British Columbia, 

Bears—black, brown and grizzly—are 
distributed throughout the entire country 
and may be met at any moment, but ta 
tho hunter that momont seldom arrives, 
although, curiously enough, he appears, 
according to report, to bo the only class of 
man who dare yenture out without being 
attacked or chased by an infuriated griz- 
zly. Certainly, considering how plentiful 
bears are, they have ao surprising knack 
of keeping out of sight. 

Thoro exists in Alaska a huge bear, 
larger far than any grizzly, which also 
probably inbabits the western boundary 
of British Columbia, but which has not 
yet been sufficiently studied for classifica- 
tion; also another, still rarer and, up to 
the present, almost unknown, will proba- 
bly prove a distinct variety. It carries 
the most beautiful slate and white colored 
fur and is about tho sizo of a black bear.

Daly's ** Lace Curtains, Parlor C rpet, 
Dress Suit, and Chair’’ Figured in 
Each Fire. 


Last April the Norwich Ineurance Com- 
pany received notice that a fire in the flat 
of Andrew Daly, at Seventh avenue and 
Third st., Brooklyn, had damaged ** a pair 
of lace curtains, a parlor carpet, a dress 
suit of men’s clothes and an upholstered 
chair.” An adjuster estimated the loss at 
$75, which the company paid, but the risk 
was cancelled. The affair was almost for- 
gotten by the adjuster wheu in August he 
happened to meet, in a street car, a broth- 
er fire adjuster, Asked where he had been, 
the brother adjuster said ; 


**Oh, I have been adjusting a little loss 
in Seventh avenue, Brook ya.” 

‘* What was burned ?” 

“Oh, justa pair of face onrtaln', a 
parlor carpet, a dross xuit aud un Uuphol- 
stered chair.” 


‘The devil it was! 
party’s name ?”* 


**Andrew Daly, and I settled with him 
for $119.” 


The first adjuster gave his experience 
with Daly and they both agreed that the 
charred “‘lace curtains, dress suit, parlor 
carpet and upholstered chair’ had done 
service in both cases. However, as they 
had no conclusive evidence, the matter 
was not pressed, but Daly’s name was 
placed on the fire insurance companies’ 
black list. 


Last September the first Daly adjuster 
had Occasion to go to Omaha, where he got 
in conversation with some fire insurance

—A Sickening Tale of Destruction and Death,

was received here of a terrible holocaust

leaves here at 3:15, known as No. 5 train, 
crashed into freight train No. 96, The 
road is single tracked from Sidney to Mur- 
ray Hill and there the double track begins 
again. The express, instead of taking the 
south track,took the main line and crashed 
| into the freight which was standing wait- 
ing for the express to pass before mount- 
ing the grade. Tho passenger express con- 
sisted of engine 773 and seven coaches, the 
freight engine was 712, The express was 
in charge of Conductor Purdon, of Toron- 
to. It is supposed the cause of the acci- 
dent was a wrongly turned switch. 
The officials here aimit eight killed, in- 
cluding three Belleville men, Driver Wil- 
| liam Brady and Fireman John McDonald 
) of the express and Drivor John Casey, who 
Was & passenger on the express on his way 
to Bowmanville to take out a previous 
train, which had met with an accident 
there. 

On receipt of the news a wrecking train 

was immediately sont from Belleville and 
returned with five injured who were taken 
to the Hospital. One is said to have died 
on his way to that institution; 

Wm. Brady, the unfortunate engineer of 
the ill-fated train, was about 35 years of 
age and was a trusted employee of the G 
T. R, He hasbeen engaged in the rail- 

; road business since boyhood and was al- 
ways considered to be a careful and shrewd 
engineer. He resided with his family on 
the eastern outskirts of the city near the 
R. C. cemetery. He was married about 
15 years ago to Miss McCarthy, of Mont- 
real, who with two children are called 
upon %o mourn the tragic death of a fsith- 
ful and loving husband and father. 

John McDonald, the companion fireman 
of Wm. Brady, was a well-known and 
popular G. T. R, employee. He was about 
30 years of age and has spent a number cf 
years op the railroad.’ He was a son of 
John McDonald, an aged and respected 
resident of this city, residing near the 
station. Tho unfortunate man resided 
with his family on Canifton road. He 
was married to a daughter of Mr. Michael 
Kelly a few years ago, and leaves in ad- 
dition to his widow a family of three child- 
ren, This is the second affliction which 
the tamily of Mr. McDonald, sr., have 
been called upon to bear within two years. 
A son, Thomas, also a G. T. R, employee, 
it will be remembered, was killed by a 
runaway a short distance east of the G. T. 
R. station. 

John Casey, the relieving engineer, on 
his way to Bowmanville, is a son of Steph- 
ep Casey, who resides in the 2ad conces- 
sion of the township of Thurlow. He was 
born in Thurlow 35 years ago and tho last 
20 years of his life has been spent in the 
employ of the G.T.R., the greater portion 
of the time as engineer. He was inarricd 
some three years ago to » Miss Marshall, 
of the town of Trenton. He leaves, in ad- 
dition to his widow, a family of two child- 
ren. 

Immediately upon the arriyal of the in- 
jured at the station hero, they were con- 
veyed with all haste to the hospital. Hore 
Preparations had been made to receive 
and care for them. he efticient staff were 
in waiting, while the physicians’ had been 
apprised of the accident and made all 
possible haste to the institution, Nine of 
those most seriously injured were at the 
hospital at the hour of noon, when a 
representative of this journal visited it, 
From the courteous and obliging Matron, 
the particulars as to the names, residence

corpse, that being a woman, whose iden- 
tity has as yot to be established.

John McNamara, fireman of Brockville, 
was seviovsly injured, He is suffering 
from a fracture of tho skull, cuts about 
the face and bruises about the body, 

Albert Tracy, of Toronto, sustained a 
contusion upon the head and his right leg 
was also badly sprained. 

Alex. P. Walker, fireman of this city, 
receive severe cuts about the head and 
face. It was reported that ho had been 
killed and the body could not be found. 
This was no doubt caused by his removal 
to the hospital instead of to his homo. 

Andrew Carey, a cattle dealer, of Co- 
bourg, was badly injured, and his cas», al- 
though not considered fatal, causes consid- 
erable anxiety amongst his friends. His 
shoulder is broken, face and head cut and 
right leg also cut. His brother from Co- 
bourg arrived on the noon train and visit- 
ed him at the hospital. 

A Chinaman whose name and address 
was not obtainable sustained a fracture of 
the right leg and his skull was also fractur- 
ed. In addition he was cut about the face. 

The physician and nurses were kept busy 
for some time attending the patients, and 
did all in their power to alleviate their suf- 
ferings. At the time of going to prees the 
injured were all resting quietly and, with 
the exception of the Chinaman, appeared to 
be doing as well as could be expected.

OFFICIAL REPORT. 


(Special to the InreLLIGENCER.) 

Montreat, Que., Noy. 15.—The follow- 
ing is the official report of the railway 
accident near Murray Hill this morning: 
At 4:45 this morning train No. 5, engine 
773, Engineer Brady, Conductor Purdow, 
in passing from the single to the doub'e 
track at Murray Hill, took the east bour d 
track in the face of switch and signals set 
against it and proceeded until it collided 
with No, 96, engine 712, Bogineer Ireland, 
Conductor Davitt, one and a half miles 
west of Murray Hill, badly wrecking the 
two engines. Engineer Biady and his 
fireman were killed,together with Engineer 
Casey, who was a passenger on No. 5 aud 


three other passengers on No, 5, and four- 
teen passengert were injured. Doctors 
were immediately procured from Belleville 
and Trenton and attended to the injured, 
who subsequently were taken in charge of 
Dr, J.A, Hutehincons chief medical officer, 
to Belleville, where they were placed in the 
hospital.

THE HOOLEY CASE. 


Sir William Marriott Calls Hooloy'’s 
Statements About Him Pure Inven- 
tions and Abomimable Liew 


London, Noy. 15.—The examination in 
bankruptoy proceedings of Mr. Ernest 
Verah Hooley, the company promoter, 
Was resumed yesterday morning. 

Sir William Marriott took the stand 
and declared that Mr. Hovley’s statement 
that he had paid the witness £1,000 for 
introducing him (Hooley) to the Carle- 
con Ulub was “a pure invention and an 
abominable liv.’’ Sir William added that 
he knew nothing at the time about Mr, 
Hooloy’s alleged donation of £10,000 to 
the Conservative party funds through the 
Marquis of Abergavenny, though Mr. 
Hooley told him afterwards that he had 
given the Marquis £10,000 for the ‘‘fight- 
Ing funds’’ of the Conservative party, 
which, Sir William Marriott explained, 
had nothing to do with the Carleton 
Club, The witness ulso said he had help- 
ed Mr. Hooley in political and financial 
matters, but had always declined remun- 
sration for his services. 

Later, Sir Willian Marriott said Mr. 
Hooley told hitn in Docember, 1896, that 
he was engaged with an American syndi- 
cate, which was going to ralso an enorm- 
ous loan for Cuba, and said he (the wit- 
ness) had been appointed counsel to the 
company's commission, which was to 
vieit Cuba, and that his fea was to be 
£10,000, in view of which Mr. Hooley 
paid him £1,000 on account. 

On oross-examination, Sir William 
Marriott admitted that he had received a 
theque for £50,000 from Mr. Hooley, 
which he handed to representatives of the 
Conservative party. Mr. Hooley believed 
#18 would scocure him a baronetoy at the 
Jubilee, but he was informed that he 
could not have it and the cheque was 
returned to him.

Mr. McKenna was strongly opposed to 
the bonus. He had been to seo the rolling 
mills at Hamilton, and had went, not to the 
etiff collared gonts, but to the workmen,the 
bone and sinew of the industry. It had 
been stated here that the Average wages 
paid wero from $7 to $14 per day. Ile 
found that the heaters, the principal om- 
ployecs, occasionally made as high as 37 
per day, but then there would be weeks 
When they made nothing at all. One of 
those men said his pay dida’t average $2 
per day. The ordinary workingman got a 
dollar snd # York shillingaday The city 
snb adepuration to the United States. 

Why had they not sent deputations to 
H milton? He had found, too, that wire

» coalition for the sake of the prosperity of 
Belleville. (Applause) The Ontario nows- 
paper had said ‘we will boaus those in- 
dustries and no others”; he disagreed 
altogether with that. Those two should 
simply be the nucleus of others. (Applause) 
Mr. Tickell closed an excellent speech by 
showing how Brantford had been built up 
by manufacturing industries and by calling 
upon all good citizens to put their should- 
ers to the wheel. 

Mr. Thos, Hanley gave a brief, business- 
like speech. The people did not require 
any further enlightenment; they all read 
the papers. It wasa source of gratitica- 
tion to see the three papers united in favor 
of the By-laws, the first time they had 
been united in favor of anything. The 
decay of the city, due to the loss of indus- 
tries, was again dwelt upon and attention 
was called to the fact that the Rathbuns, 
seeirg the lumber industry declining, were 
replacing it by iron industries. The Car- 
pet Factory had behind it our best citizens, 
and this was a guarantee that it was a 
bona fide industry. It was not only the 
duty of every ratepayer to vote, but he 
should also try and get his neighbor out, 
because except the yotes are polled the 
By-laws will be defeated. A grand effort 
should be made to show to the gentlemen 
that the united feeling of the city is that 
they should come here. (Applause.) 


Mr, W. W, Pope had taken a deep in- 
terest in the By-laws, and in travelling 
about the country had made inquiries as to 
the advisability of bringing the rolling 
mills hore, and he had not met any person, 
not a competitor, but had said that there 
ought to be a good market for the product 
in the Province and that Belleville would 
be a good location. All the Westera cities 
of the Province were bonusing and we 
must do the same. The matter of having 
the number of men to be employed incor- 
porated in the agreement was not of much 
consequence so long as the works must be 
operated to their full capacity. The Car- 
pet Factory was backed by our best men, 
who were willing to take the risk of bring- 
ing the works to Belleville and of securing 
legislation. Wherever he had gone formor 
Bellevillians had ex -csved to him their 
pleasure at the fact that the old city was 
waking up. In conversation with him 
that evening, Mr. John Bell had assured 
him that if he was alive and well on the 
22nd he would have pleasure in \oting for 
both By laws, and he would do it with 
great heartiness. (Applause.) Mr. Pope 
closed with an appeal for energetic work 
on the part of supporters of the By-laws, 
and by informing them that Mr. Mitchell 
desired to come here with the unanimous 
endorsation of the people. 


Mayor Johnson was in splendid form,and 
made the ablest of the many able appeals 
he has made in favor of the By-laws. The 
day when agriculture was the basis of the 
prosperity of the Dominion was passing 
away, as it had long since passed in the 
motherland. The fcundation of Britain's 
greatness was not only inthe strength, truth- 
fulness and bravery of her manhood, but 
in her wealth, in the manufactured goods 
which she sells in all lands and in the ships 
which bear these goods over every known sea. 
Treland had not increased as much as Eng- 
Jand because she had been slower in engag- 
ing in manufacturies. The same condition 
of affairs had existed in the United States 
The Northern Statess had formerly a mon- 
opoly of manufacturies, but now the South- 
ern States were waking up and were pros- 
pering at the expense of their Northern 
neighbors, and it was this Southern compe- 
tition which was driving Mr. Mitchell to 
Canada. Germany, too, had awakenod 
to the fact, with the result that in our own 
city we were flooded with German made 
goods. The only wealth that could be 
secured was by manufactures, and the 
only way to secure industries was by offer- 
ing inducements. The reason which jus- 
tifios the giving of bonuses was because it 
was simply based upon the principle quid 
pro quo, The question with us is are 
those industries worth to us $85,000? He 
believed we would get vastly greater ro- 
turns, We need first to sow the seed and 
we would then reap the crop, (Applause ) 
The only justification for protection (in 
favor of which all tho parties of this coun- 
(sy were now united) was that it establish- 
ed equality of conditions, and it was the 
same with bonusing. Gold is the standard 
of value everywhere in commerce,and in the 
same way the guage of the prosperity of a 
town is the number of mon there employed, 
This is & delightful place in which to live

But now,thanks to Provid- 
ence, we had a much better arrangement. 
His Worship here showed a plan of the 
proposed works, sentto him by Mr. Mit- 
chell. The best evidence of Mr. Mitchell's 
good faith was his refusal to guarantee any 
certain number of men ; if he had been a 
mere schemer he would have promised any- 
thing. A man of his shrewdness would not 
invest $50,000 or $75,000 here if there 
was no market for his product. Immedi- 
ately atter his arrival, Mr. Mitchell had 
made enquiries as to the market and found 
that it would be profitable for him to man- 
ufacture. He, the Mayor, had visited the 
rolling mills in Toronto. Employed there 
were from 40 to 50 men, no boys, and on 
enquiring of an employee found the aver- 
age wages was $4 per day, and the highest 
$7 perday.

INGENIOUS ESCAPES, 


OR PRISON BARS. 


A Number of Interesting Instances 
In Which Happy Thoughts or Clew- 
er Rases Browght Liberty to Un- 
happy Prisoners. 


A collection of happy thoughts would 
make interesting reading and after a 
porusal of it one might well feol inclined 
to question the nacouracy of Carlylo's oft 
quoted axiom nas to the preponderance of 
foola nnd admit that thore is ® good deal 
of ingenuity in the world after all. Take, 
for oxample, tho case of Thrasyllus, the 
soothsayer, whom Tiberius was about to 
condemn to death. Previously to ordoring 
him to be thrown inte the sea the emperor 
inquired of the ange if he could forotell 
the date of his own death, 

“Three days exnotly before Cmsar's,”’ 
wan the reply, and for the rest of his life 
Thrasyllus was the special object of the 
emperor's anxious care. Louls XI of 
France recelyed a similar reply, which 
Scott has made effective use of in ‘*Quep- 
tin Durward,” 

Richard of Normandy, when a boy, was 
rescued out of the clutches of his overlord 
of France by his attendants enveloping 
bim in straw and carrying him out asa 
bundle of horse forage, while the escape of 
tho Empress Matilda from Ludgersall was 
effected by means of a much grimmoer ex- 
pedient, 

She was swathed os a corpse and put 
into a ooffin, which was borne out of the 
fortress on tho shoulders of four of her 
servants, The hairbreadth escapes of 
Charles Il and the disguises and shifts to 
which'ho was forced are familiar to most, 
while no reference to royal escapes can be 
tuade without mention of the adroit ruse 
of Edward, afterward Edward II, when, 
on tho pretext of trying the “‘mounts’’ of 
his attendants, ho so thoroughly exhausted 
them that they were in nocondition to fol . 
low his own fresh steed when ho rode off 
in ood earnest. 

Undeniably clever, too, was the ruse by 
waoich Archibald Douglas obtained his 
freedom after Poictlors, Among his fel- 
low captives was Sir William Ramsay, 
who saw with dismay the peril in which 
8 life of so great importance to Scotland 
was placed, and a brilliant idea ocourred 
to him, Striding up to Douglas with ey- 
cry appearance of indignant anger, he be- 
gon to ouff him soundly. ‘*How comes it, 
varlet, that you are wearing your master's 
arior? Perchance you have murdered 
him and left his body on the fleld.”’ 

Asked what ho meant by bebaving in 
this way to a nobloman of rank, Ramsay 
burst into scornful laughter. “Nobleman 
Indeed! A scoundrelly lackey who some- 
how bas got his master’s armor. I know 
tho rascal, Forty shillings is enough ran- 
som for him. Off you go, sirrah, and 
search for your master’s body.” And 
Douglas, with all the crestfallen airof a 
detected {mpostor, slunk off—to freedom. 

The “affairs of the ’15 and '45’' wero 
productive of several ingenious escapes. 
Maxwell, earl of Nithsdale, owed his to 
the heroism of his countess, Winifred, 
who, haying obtained permission to yisit 
him, made him dress in her clothes and 
thus pass unsuspected out of the prison. 

Hepburn of Keith had managed to make 
his escape from Newgate; but, ignorant 
of London, would inevitably have been re- 
captured but for the happy thought of his 
wife, who, knowing of his escape, had 
placed in the window of her lodgings the 
Hepburn cup, the old heirloom of the fam- 
ily, trusting, as fell out, that he would 
recognize it, 

Mr. Ratcliffe, more fortunate than his 
ill fated brother, Lord Derwentwater, 
escaped with an ease which spoke little for 
tho vigilance of his guards, or perhaps a 
good deal for the Jucobite sympathies of 
the governor, Chapmen were allowed to 
ply their trade witlin the precinota of 
Nowgate, and Ratcliffe one day stopped to 
bargain with a vender of walking sticks, 
presumably a well wishor to the cause. 
Continuing his discussion, he simply 
walked out of the gates, the obliging chap- 
mign answering the challenge of the ward- 
evs that “She wasn’t a prisoner,’’ Still 
more remarkable and suggesting remi 
niscences of the Three Musketeers was the 
“evasion” of General Forster after Pres 
ton Pans. 

He was lodged in the keeper's houso 
and enjoyed the indulgences usual to pris- 
oners of position. One day he was drink- 
ing wine with the governor and requested 
permission to send fora bottle of his own, 
on which he wanted the governor's opin- 
ion, and, this being granted, he sent his 
own servabt to fetch it. The latter, by an 
ingenious perversion of his instructions, 
induced the goyernor’s butler to go to the 
cellar for it, and promptly locked him in. 
Forster, in the meantizoe pretending to be 
angry at his man’s slowness, doolared he 
would fetch the bottle himself, and left 
the room forthe purpose, Tho trusty serv- 
ant was outside with a key prepared for 
the occasion. The door was shut and lock- 
ed on the unsuspecting governor, and tho 
famous Jacobite quietly took his depar- 
ture. 

Similar to the case of Lord Nithsdale, 
inasmuch as their escapes, like his, were 
due to the devotion of their wives, are 
those ef Layaletto and Le Fort, The for- 
mor, a Bonapartist, was oondemned to 
death, and the eyo of his execution ar- 
rived. His wife obtained leave for herself 
and daughter with an attendant to visit 
him and partake of the last sad meal to- 
gother, and arrived in a sedan chair, 
muffled up as became an invalid. In due 
time the jailers saw the three women de- 
part, weoping bitterly, Mme, Lavalette 
in particular being overcome with gricf 
and her face hidden in the handkerchief 
which recelyed her tears, 

But whon later on the warder visited 
the cell and culled the prisoner it was a 
woman's voice that anawered him and a 
woman who tried with her puny atrongth 
to delay his giving the alarm, Layalette 
ninde good his escape, much to the annoy- 
ance of the king, who remarked that no 
one seeined to haye done his duty excopt 
Mine, Lavalette, 

Lo Port’s wife put on two sults of 
clothes when sho visited him, and dressed 
him in one. Not till the following day 
was tho escape discovered, and the appall- 
ed juilor oxcluinied to the triumphant 
wife: ‘Unhappy wretch! What have you 
donof" *‘My duty,"’ was tho fearless re- 
ply. ‘'Do yours.’’—London Globe.

Trenton, Noy, 16.—The Grand Trunk 
train which lof¢ Montreal for tho weat 
on Monday evening at 8 o'clock mot witb 
terrible disaster at Murray Hill, a couple 
of miles wost of this town, shortly after 
t o'clock yosterday morning. When run 
ning at full spoed, tho oxpressa, whioh ja 
known as No. 5, crashed headlong and 
hoad on, into an castbound troight, which 
was hoayily loaded. Tho result of the 
collision was simply appalling. ‘The dri 
yor and firoman of No, 6 mot Instant 
death, the former dying with his hand 
on tho leyor, whilo by a mere miracle the 
ongineer of the freight—Thomas Ivyena, 
driver, and Alex. Topping, freman—only 
saved their lives by jumping in answer 
to a brakemnan’s warning that the ex- 
press was upon thom. 

But i¢ was among the passengors of 
the second-class car that tho hand of 
death was daalt. Nine persons in this car 
were killed outright and a scove were 
Wounded, soveral perhaps fatally. Nearly 
all.the dead were so frightfully mangled 
thas identifications were nade moat diffi- 
cult, Several bodies are still unidentified.

How It Happened. 

All went well till No, 5 ran into Tren- 
ton, at 4 a.m., sharp on tiine. Between 
Sydney and Marray Hill, about two ohd 
a half miles west of Trenton, is a piece 
of single track, connecting the double 
tracks. No 5 ran along the south of the 
double track, over the single track, and, 
instead of taking the south of the doublo 
tracks, the train took tho north of the 
doubls tracks on Which was the freight 
running east.

Thoso in the first-olass car and the twe 
Pullmans received only a shook, but 
Hone of those passengers wore hurt. 

Caring for the Wounded, 

It was very dark when the collision 
scourred and all was chaos. The ‘rain- 
mou on the freight who were uninjured, 
Immediately joined those who had 
ssouped on tho passenger train in the 
work of rescue, Lights were procured 
and the dead and wounded thken out of 
tho wreck. Dootors were sunttrom Boelle- 
ville nnd Tranton and the wounded taken 
fo the hospital ot Bolleville, while the 
bodies found wore removed to this town. 
Tho passengers who escaped wore sont on 
to Toronto. 

Conductor Purdenu's Ksonape, 

Conductor Robert Purdon, whos 
home is at 73 Gladstone avenue, Toronto, 
said: ‘I had just loft the second-class 
coach and the crash came without warn- 
ing. I was thrown down, bat I am 
thankful to say I did not receive any in- 
juries.

A passenger who came in from Torcnto 
last evening said: Through trains that ran 
enst from Toronto yesterday heard no topic 
discussed but the awful smash-up, and, on 
the 2 p.m, train, this was especially the 
cae, a8 it bore a nuwher of the relatives 
and friends of the dead and wounded. The 
excitement as the bleak-scene of the disas 
ter was approached grow. intense. What- 
ever clues could be picked up as the train 
rushed on from station to station were 
greedily devoured and carried from car to 
car. ‘The train hauds wore besieged for 
information. 

** What word of my brother," anxiously 
asked Jusepl: Lunness every tine the door 
opened, His brother, the Toronto cattle 
kins, was on the ill-fated passenger train, 
but had so fur not Leen accounted for. Ac 
Brigb'on a brakasmon came in with the an- 
nouncement thata main standing on the 
platform, who had been‘at the scene of the 
acc dent, had identified Lunaess by his 
pocket-book, and thit the cattle mau was 
cut up beyod recognition. 

** My God ! My God !’ was the brother's 
cry 

Tn one corner of the car sat an elderly 
woinau whcse son Jay among the dead ; the, 
tears trickled through the fingere of the 
hand she held over her face.

“That train would make bad work if it 
hit anything,” « passenger remarked.

ORGANIZER SMITH ON BOARD, 


Oo the ill-fated train was Liberal Orgai- 
izer Smith of Toronto. ‘I occupicd a 
berth in the rear Pullman,” said Mc. 
Smith, ‘‘ond was asloep. The shock 
threw me forcibly against the roof of the 
ear, and chen out-inito the aisle, I picked 
up my clothes, and ran out to the front. 
Tho car in front was a mountain of debris 
and the moaning was frightful. Entering 
the door of the fiest-class car, I found that 
the baggage car had beeu driven throuyh 
to the fourth seat, after being telescoped 
clein through the iutervening seconJ- 
class, and ripping out all the lamps. Bon- 
fires were now flaring at the roadside, aud 
we could see to do the work of rescue. 


“The coolness of the G. T, R. hans 
Was admirable and doubtless saved a num- 
ber of lives.

AN AWFUL MOMENT. 


Brakeman J. Backus of Belleville, who 
was sitting in the rear end of the second- 
class car, came on to Belleville on the af- 
ternoon train, His face was severely cut, 
and his trousers were torn off. ** When the |. 
crash came I was thrown on my my back 
in a dazed condition,” said the brakeman 
‘The walls of the baggage car swept by 
me on both sides, and the seats and a lot 
of boards and wainscoting fell on my legs. 
My face was covered with blood. Just 
then a lantern came along, I bellowed, and 
some one came and pulled me out,” 


Bockus here fell back fainting, and was 
too weak to say anything more. 


Just before the train reached Trenton 
the news came that the dead were all at 
the station and when the train pulled in a 
tear-stained crowd got off.. The Belleville 
station was a living sea of men, women 
and children, eager for the Jatest Trenton 
information. 


AT THE HOSPITAL. 


An INTELNIGENCER reporter visited the 
hospital last evening and witnessed the 
identification of the dead woman by her 
sop, the supposed Chinaman. ‘The woman 
was poorly dressed, and the only thing 
valuable about her was a fine necklace of 
real amber beads; these finally cleared 
away the mystery. Young Cohn is a Frics- 
lander of 26, with high cheek bones and 
almond eyes, and can’t sp2ak a word of 
English. In she swollen state of his face 
the hospital authorities made him out a 
Chinaman, although puzzled to account for 
the absence of a pig-tail. As the doctors 
and reporters stood arouud his bed, one of 
the latter tried a few German sentences on 
the lad. The effect was instantaneous ; 
the eyes opened, and he pave the name of 
Frederick Cohn. As his features resembled 
those of the dead woman, Superintendent 
Miss Gordon hit upon the ides of bringing 
upthe amber beads. The wounded boy 
gavea cry of delight, and exclaimed : 
‘Those were my mother's !”’

ARRIVAL OF THE BODIES, 


The bodies of the dead traiumen, encas- 
ed in rough boxes, were brought here on 
the auxiliary last night, and were met by a 
large number of the friends of the dead 
men. Brady’s and Oasey’s bodies were 
taken to their homes and MeDonald’s to 
Undertaker Thompson's. Tho bodies of 
the other victims were taken to Trenton, 
those identified bejng shipped to their 
homes and the unidentified will be buried 
thore.

DREYFUS TO BE HEARD. 


Court of Cassation Will Notify Him by 
Cable—-Mme. Dreyfus’ Persistent 
Efferts at Lust Rewarded. 


Paris, Noy. 16.—The Court of Cassa- 
tion has informed the Minister of the 
Colonies, M. Guillain, that it has decided 
that Dreyfus be informed by telegraph 
that the revision poceedings have com- 
menced and that he prepare his defence, 

This action on the part of the Court of 
Cassation is due to the efforts of Mme, 
Dreyfus, the faithful wife of the un- 
fortunate prisoner of Dsyil’s Island, who, 
ns cabled from Paris on Friday last, 
applied to the Minister of the Colonies 
that day for permission te send her hus- 
band some warm clothing fer his reéurn 
home. 

The request was refused, and at the 
same time the authorities read her a let- 
ter from her husband, in which the pri- 
soner said that, haying for flye months 
addressed appeals for a revision of his 
sentence to General de Boisdeffre (until 
recently chief of staff of the French 
army) without receiving any reply, and 
boing weary and exhausted by his useless 
appeals, he would write no more to his 
family or anybody, and described himself 
os il' and dying, and bequeathed to the 
“generosity of my country the care of ro- 
babilitating my memory.’’ 

Mine. Dreyfus then asked permission 
to cable to her husband the decision of 
tha Court of Cassation, to review the 
trial, and this request was also refused. 

Mme. Dreyfus then, through a triend, 
applied to President Faure, with no bet- 
ter result, whereupon her counsel brought 
the whole matter before the Court of 
Cassation, with the result indicatea. 

Dreyfus in Good Health, 

Tho Minister of the Colonies has re- 
ceived a cable despatoh saying Dreyfus is 
in good health. The decision of the Court 
of Cassation to inform the prisoner that 
the revision proceedings haye commenced 
and notifying him to prepare hia defonce 
\s very significant, as it has hitherto boon 
generally admitted that no innovation

The witnesses called for the prosecution 
were Detective McKinnon, of Hamilton ; 
M. OC. Leonard, of Detroit, who is the 
Michigan, Ohio and West Virginia repre- 
sentative of Kingsford & Son, and W. S. 
Higgins, Mayor of Oswego, N.Y., and 
Vice-President and Manager of Kingsford 
& Son. In addition the different parties 
victimized, Messrs. J. Smith, W. Warren, 
W. H. Achre and J. Smith gave their 
testimony ; cach and all identified him. 
Detective McKinnon identified him as 
Mark R. Lazier, whom he had known 
under over 30 aliases, since he first arrest- 
ed him in Belleville, when Hugh was 
Chief here, on February 17, 1877. The 
charge then was of obtaining $75 by his 
usual game from MacCallum, of London. 
He knew him under the alias of Douglas at 
Simcoe in 1884 when he was convicted and 
giver three years in the peu. He was 
then brought to Kingston, tried there on 
another cherge, conyicted, and _ given 
another three years, but after he had servy- 
ed a year was petitioned out. He then 
claimed to represent Jamieson & Son and 
other large Montreal firms. The ex-Chief 
also identified his handwriting, with which 
he was familiar, having received letters 
from Mark and haying seen it on drafts 
and letters. 


Mr. Porter having retired from the case, 
). Wright and W. Farnham appeared for 
the defence. The prosecution was repre- 
sented by J. W. Ourry, the clever County 
Crown Attorney for Toron‘o, and by P. J. 
M. Anderson. 


The Judge committed him for extradi- 
tion on each charge, holding that a prima 
facie case had been made out and he will 
so report to the Minister of Justice. Mark, 
however, is allowed fifteen days to apply 
for a writ of habeas corpus.

From 1875 to 1884 he worked the whole 
of the United States and also the Province 
of Ontario, representing himself as the 
traveller for the leading paint and varnish 
houses of New York, Jersey and Montreal, 
and he worried the trade so much that the 
wholesale trade men in New York formed 
& syndicate and spent a large sum of money 
in attempting to capture him. It was not 
until 1884, when Det:c iv» McKinnon, 
tired of receiving letters about him, made 
the great push to have him convicted, 
there being a disposition cn the part of 
those victimized to compromise that they 
succeeded. At that time the legal firm of 
Huntingdon & Huntingdon, of New York, 
was retained as counsel for the syndicate, 
and they spent a large amount of money in 
haying him convicted at Simcoe and Kings- 
ton. 


In 1887 the Detective observed by a 
press despatch that some man was doing 
the merchants in Montana, Colorado, Ore- 
gon and Washington, and among the vic 
tims at Anaconda, Montana, was one 
McKinnon, a relative of his. This man 
was done out of $100 by Mark, who repre- 
sented himself as Kingsford’s agent. The 
Detective sent Mark's photo to some of the 
victims, who identified it, and to the 
Kingsfords, who retained his services, 
Circulars and photos of Mark were sent to 
all the grocers of the United States, but in 
spite of all, since January, 1897, he has 
worked in every state from New York to 
Oalifornia and it is only now that he has 
been run down. 


“Speaking about the photo of Mark 
which effected his capture,” concluded the 
ex-Ohief, ‘I didn’t steal it as Mark says I 
did. I secured it in Iowa, the prisoner 
can guess from whom.”

WALKER'S STORY. 


Speaking to an INTELLIGENCER reporter 
Walker said; ‘IT was sitting in the 
smoker of the second-class car; went to 
the baggage car with Jack Onsey. The 
bageage car shot right through and awopt 
everything along. When I recovered my 
senses I was lying in the first-c'ass car with 
my arms pinned down by a beam and 
hanging head downwards. Oasey lay dead 
across my legs. When they chopped me 
out I was blind with blood. As far as 1 
know lam the only survivor of the smok- 
ing car.” 

THE CORONER'S INQUEST, 
(Special to the LNTELLIGENCER,) 

Brighton, Nov. 16.—The coroner’a jury 
empanelled to inquire into the cause of the 
railway disaster at Murray Hill yesterday 
morning met at the G. T. R. station at 
10:30 this morning, and almost immediate- 
ly adjourned to meet at the Town Hall at 
1 o'clock. Later’a special train took the 
jury men down to Murray Hill tc enable 
them to view the wreck. 


ALL DOING WELL. 
Reports from tho Hospital this afternoon 
say all the patients are doing well.

Mr. Olarke, of the Mail and Empire, 
was able to speak to Cohn in his own lan- 
guage and thus obtained the identification 
of the dead woman. 


The employees of the G. T. R. who were 
upon the scene of the accident are loud in 
their praise of Mr. W. W. Pope, who did 
allin his power for the comfort of the 
wounded and the caring for the dead. 


The funerals of John Casey and John 
McDonald will take place to-morrow after- 
noon at 2:30 to St. Michael’s church, the 
Jatter being under the auspices of the 
©, O, F., of which he was a member. 


W. W. Mair, representing the B. L. E., 
and . Adamson, representing the B.L.F., 
were upon the scene all day yesterday, at- 
tending upon the arrangement for con- 
veying home of the remains of their fellow 
employees. 

Mr. Robert Purdon, the conductor of 
the train, had his enviable record broken 
by the accident. He has been continuous- 
ly a conductor for 30 years, aud never in 
that time bas a train he was in charge of 
had an accident. Many people had come 
to believe that his trains were invulnerable 
and particularly nervous ladies would travel 
on trains he was conductor of with a sense 
of security they could not on any other. 
Few men have, for so long a period, held 
the confidence of the public as he has, and 
his popularity is greater to-day than ever. 


A gentleman who looked at the wreck 
Jasl night said; A more desolate scene 
than that of the accident could not be im- 
agined. Bleak fields skirt it on either side, 
and further to the north, rolling upland, a 
fitting spot for the hiding-place of outlaws. 
A mile and a half west of Trenton Station 
stands the switch shanty, whose glaring 
red lights failed to arrest the fast flying 
expross. The scene of the collision to- 
night was .warked by a heaped-up mount- 
ain of boilers, funnels and twisted iron, 
shattered glass and blazing cars, from which 
sprang flames that lit up the whole sky.

The Sickening Mass. 

Tho train quickly nmda to tho siohon- 
ing mass of ruins Is was still mado up 
of shattered “inoguls,’' cars, keel up 
wards, broken wheels and the car fuli of 
red and yellow rags, which acted asa 
buffer and saved the lives of tho rajlway 
hands in the froight catooye, Out of tho 
smoking mass were removed tho human 
remaina terribly mangled, 

A little more than a mile further oust 
stood out ths rod roofod switch shanty. 

A long freight train hero approached 
from tho east and the jury stooped down 
to watoh its wheels as they tolled over 
the crosa tine, 

The white signal and 
Dlayod, and, like olookwork, tho. train 
took the southerly course.

Was Lunness' Money Lost? 


Joseph Lunness of Toronto, sworn, 
said that he belleved tho romains to Le 
his brother, Willlam Lunnoss,  Wwhoso 
residence was Toronto, King street wost. 
The body was torn into two pieces when 
he saw it about 6 p.m at Trenton, in a 
combination car. Mr. Pope and thu cor- 
oner, Dr. Sanford, were there. Ho recog- 
nized 4 cost and a ring on his hand, and 
a pass book and. several papers, the lattor 
he would awear positively to be his Lro- 
thor's, He also recognized u valiso, and 
sald his brother ought to havo a large 
amount of money on his porson as he 
was roturuing from selling cattle at 
Montroal, and jt was customary for local 
donlere to carry large sums.

Several small sums 
wore produced, baggage tickets, keys and 
pocketbooks, One pocketbook was band 
ed Mr. Atkinson by a hobelkeeper that 
contained a amall sam of money. 

The inquest adjourned to mect at 9 
o'clock a.m, on Thursday,

Last night both houses were filled with | 
sympathizing friends, and on all sides! 
could be heard expressions of regret for 


the loss which has been sustained in the ; 
community by the sudden and awful end- | 
ing of the lives of these two popular | 
omploy os of the G.T.ak. The funeral 
took place at 2°30, and although the 
residences of the deceased are some dis- | 
tance apart, srrangements were made 
whereby the two amalgamated near tho 
G,'T.R. Station and proceeded as one to 
Sct.

Upon arrival at the church 
it was found that a large number had pre- 
cided the procession and the sacred edifice 
was soon filled. The caskels were carried 
into the church by fellow employees of 
deceased whilst the organ pealed forth a 
funeral dirge, making the scene one not 
soon to be forgotten by those who wit- 
nessed it, Monsignor Farrelly conducted 
the ceremony, whick consisted in high mass 
for the doad. The Rey. Father spoke in a 
feeling manner of the lamentable ciroum- 
stance which had brought them together, 
aud the sorrow which had beenso sudden- 
ly thrust upon the -families represent- 
ed. During fia remarks many eyes wore 
brdimined with tears. At the conclusion 
of the solemn services the procession re- 
formed and proceeded tu the R. ©. ceme- 
-tery, where the remains were interred. 

The caskets were covered with beautiful 
floral designs from the various organizations 
of which the deceased were members, an 
also from sympathizing friends.

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ESCAPE IS REMARKABLF. 

When the baggage car telesceped she 
other coach, it left a few feet at one end of 
one side of the car untouched, fortunately 
for the four surviving passengers. One of 
these four who escaped was Brakeman 
Backus, who was in the car. He broke tho 
window beside him with bis fist and jum, - 
ed out, escaping serious injury. The car 
that followed the second class car was 4 
first class coach and this had its first end 
smashed in completely, although, as« far 
as it is possible to learn, none of the pass- 
engers in it were killed. Mr. and Mrs. S. 
Lettuce, of Trenton, were passengers in 
this car, having just taken the train at 
Trenton bound for Michigan. Mr. Lettuce 
is of the opinion that a man was killed 
just in front of them. He and his wife ; 
were sitting at the end of the car which | 
was stayed in, but fortunately were un- | 
hurt. Both are still suffering from the 
severe shock. 


They were the only passengers who got 
on the train at Trenton, and Conductor 
Purdon had only just left the second class 
cyach and entered the other car and col- | 
lected their tickets ; otherwise he would also 
have been a victim. There were two Pull- ' 
man cars on at the rear end, which were | 
uninjured. In all, there were nearly two 
hundred passengers on board the train. | 


A MAIL CLERK'S STORY. 


Frank Tuck, of 158 Hutchison street, | 
Montreal, a mail clerk on the wrecked 
train, regards his escape as nothing short | 
of miraculous. | 

‘*The mail coach,” said Mr. Tuck, ‘* was | 
next to the baggage coach, and when it | 
telescoped the second-class coach the other | 
end penetrated our car to the extent of 
about three feet. We wereall tumbled over 
the racks in our car, but escaped with 
slight injnries. When we got outside and 
saw the wreck we were mightily thankful 
to escape with our lives. The conductor, 
Purdon, a Toronto man, was not hurt, but 
the brakeman, James Newman, alsu a To- 
routo man, had his nose and legs cut. The 
letters and letter bags were scattered all , 
over the placo, ; 

“The second-class coach was a complete | 
wreck, with the baggage car piled on toy 
of it. The night was dark and tho cries of 
the aren was awful. The second-class 
cattlemen and smokers

After the wreck it was a regular shambloe. 
I saw sevoral bodies taken out—I think 
nine — but they were nearly all unrecog- 
nizable, nothing but a bloody jelly. One 
body they said was that of William Jjun 
ness, & Toronto cattle dealer. A pocket 
book with that name was found beside the 
body, but the body itself was a crushed and 
shapoless mass, only one hand and arm be 
ing left whole.” 


Dr. Young, of Montreal, entered actively

George Adams, newaboy on the wrecked 
train, had a narrow escape. Ho had bare- 
ly left the smoker and takon a seat in the 
first-class coach whon tho collision occur 
red, ‘The firat notice he had of the acel- 
dent was the shock and the bursting out of 
windows, The amoker which was almoat 
telescoped by the baggage car—was forced 
up on top of the front ond of the tirat-olaaq 
car, shattering it Young Adama threw 
himself back across two seats and out of 
reach of deatruction, |

Manila, Philippine Islands, Noy. 17.— 
Goneral Otis, the commander of the 
@\merican forces, recently proposed to 
Agoinaldo that ho release the friars and 
civillans hold in captivity throughout 
the provinces. The insurgent leader 
denied their maltreatmunt and refused to 
relonse the prisoners, claiming that the 
clvilians had enlisted as yolunteers and, 
therefore, were legitimate prisoners of 
war. Aguinaldo also denied that women 
and children were detained, but said 
some \wonten and children had yoluntar- 
ily accompanied their husbands or fathers 
into captivity. 

As to the friars, Aguinaldo argues 
that they are prohibited by the Pope 
from accepting parochial appointments; 
that they are only permitted to follow 
monastio life, and that the parishes aro 
entrusted to ministers of the independent 
monastic orders, But, he adds, the 
Philippine olsricals have deliberately and 
systomatically deceived the Pope, pretend- 
ing the country was barbarous, unfit for 
the regular ministry and that it was 
nrcossary that the monastio orders should 
administer the parishes. Therefore, Agui- 
naldo continuod, he considered it neoces- 
sary to detain the friars until the Pope is 
undeceived. 

‘Lhe Spanish papers hore assert that a 
sanguinary mutiny has taken place on 
board the steamship Bernardino, and 
that the natlye crew massacred their 
Spainish officers. These papers also ap- 
peal to the United States to control tho 
natives.

What Happened in the Cab? 

Another tact which has baen developed 
at the inquest is that both Driver Brady 
and Fireman McDonald knew before the 
disaster occurred that a collision was in: 
evitable. It proves that Brady was not 
asleep at his post and that some other rea- 
son must be assigned for the danger sigual, 
Brady and McDonald both had time to 
jump and save their lives after they saw 
the mistake that had been made, Their 
engine was stopped and the sand valve was 
opened, as is proved by the _ fire- 
man of the freight train, who found 
sand on the track along the line that the 
express had passed over before it met No. 
96 onthe north track, The theory that 
Brady came to his engine at Belleville 
under the influence of liquor is exploded, 
for Brady was a non-drinking man, and 
Conductor Robert Purdon, who gave the 
orders at Belleville, says that the engineer 
was perfectly himself when he took hold 
of his duties. Brady was, according to the 
story of Conductor Purdon, a ‘prince 
of engineers.” He was a man of con- 
siderable scientific knowledge, and had 
patents on improvements on engines, 
which he had invented himself. One the- 
ory as to the cause of the accident put 
forth by a practical engineer is that the 
steam valves in Brady's engine burst while 
climbing the Trenton grade, aud, the en- 
gine being filled with steam while the 
driver was endeavoring to check the valves, 
he did not notice the danger signal dis- 
played at the switch and ran along on the 
north track until ®too late to notice his 
mistake. Positive evidence as to what was 
amiss in the cab of the express will never 
be heard.

THE INQUEST. 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Bricuton, Ont., Noy. 17.—The  in- 
quest re G.T.R. collison at Murray Hill 
was resumed here this morning.’ John 
Murphy, operator-switchman, told his story 
for the first time to the jury men. Mur- 
vhy said that he had been operator ut Mur- 
ray Hill for some six years ; ho worked 
nights from 7 p.m. tu 7 sua. and was al 
ways alone on duty and never had any ac 
cidents before. The evening before the 
accident he had come on duty at 7 p.m. 
He was in the oftice all night except when 
duty called him outside. The day operator 
had fixed the lights on the switch before 
leaving. Murphy admitted he did not 
kuow when the express left Belleville 
or Trenton or when the freight train 
left Brighton coming east. At this point 
Murphy's lawyer objected to further ques- 
ions on the ground that bis answers might 
incriminate him. Murphy told the rest of 
his story subject to this objection. He 
said that aftera freight train had passed 
west at 1:52 he turned the switch back 
again so the red light showed to the east, 
in accordance with a general rule. Mur- 
phy admitted that it was an oversight of 
his in not turning the swilch back beforo 
the accident occurred. ‘* Had T been told 
when the express left Vrenton the accident 
might not have happened,” said Murphy. 
** T swung my lantern to avail when I saw 
that the express was on the-wrong track.”’ 
Murphy said that driver Brady not only 
ignored the red danger signal at the switch 
but # green caution signal at the semaphore 
4 quarter of a mile east of Murray Hill. 

Crown Attorney Kerr put final ques- 
tion: ‘* Would that accident have hap- 
pened bad you done your duty at the 
switch 7” 





**Tt would not have happened ” ackcow- 
ledged Murphy, and he was allowed to 
leave the stand. 


Conductor Robert Purdon was  noxt 
called. He described the wreck when ha 
climbed off the first class car after the ac- 
cident ocourred. He said that at Belleville 
he had given driver Brady hia orders, which 
told the engineer to look out for trains at 
Newtonville and Bowmanville. He said 
that his engineer, referring to Brady, was 
certainly not under the influence of liquor 
when the collision ocoured. He said Brady 
had been guilty of gross neglect in ignor 
ing both signals and in not noticing that 
he was on the north, instuad of the south 
track “But with rll that the accident 
would noc have occured had Murphy turn 
ed the switch?’ said Mr. Kerr, and the 
witness assented to this

Washington, D.C., Nov, 18. — Tho 
Anglo American Commission now in sos 
sion hore to adjust differences botweon 
the United States and Canada yostorday 
teld a longthy session upon the two sub 
joots which are rogarded as of tho moat 
importance) namely, the North Atlantio 
fisherios and reolprocity 

The fisherioa question was practically 
taken up for the firat time, and it was 
juite definitely understood that the posi 
tion of the Canadian Government was 
mace cloar as fayorablo to granting on 
larged rights to American flshormon in 
Canadian waters of the North Atlantio, 
if in return Canadian ish aro admitted 
{reo of duty to Amorioan markets, It is 
expooted that this will open up a wide 
range of discussion and an immodiate 
adjustmont js not looked for. 

Concerning roolprooity, it has now de 
yolopod that, while somo progross is be 
ing made to considering ocortain articles 
whioh will be tho basis of reoiprooity, 
commissioners are 
likely to insist as a preliminary to any 
reciprocity, that Cavada shall wipe out 
that feature of her tariff law which gives 
Great Britain a preference of 26 per cent. 
on all tariff duties, If this important 
convession Is made by Canada and con- 
ceded by Lord Hersohell, who is looking 
after tho Interesta of Great Britain, then 
it ja said a reolproolty Hat probably will 
be agreed upon, Without the abolition of 
preferential rates to Great Britain, the 
opinion is very positively expressed that 
n reciprocity agroement cannot be reached, 

Effect of the Mritish Preference, 

Tho ronson for this, i6 is pointed out, 
is that the Canadian law giving Great 
Britain preference within tho last year 
has diverted trade from the United States 
and turned it into British channels. The 
effect has boen to reduce materially the 
sales of American cotton goods, hardware 
and other lines in Canada, and to in- 
crease the salos of British goods. One of 
the American exports said yosterday that 
the shipment of cotten cloth to Canada 
had fallen off from $1,775,000 in 1897 to 
$783,000 in 1898, a loss of about $1,000,- 
000, due to the fact that British cotton 
cloths received a preference of 25 per cent. 
in the duties, The American Commis- 
sioners fuel that if they can succeed in 
having this British preferential treatment 
Stoppod, it will be greater than any reol- 
procity agreement. The debate thus far 
hus encouraged the American Commia- 
sioners to believe that they will succeed 
in haying this preferential clause wiped 
out. 



































































































The Fisherios Question. 

The fisheries question is of long stand- 
ing, and, aside from its importance to 
the commerce of the New England and 
Canadian coast, it is said to give the 
basis for a possible serious confilct be- 
tween this country and Great Britain. 
It is understood that there is some likell- 
hood of a commission of American, Gana- 
dian and English lawyers being appoint- 
ed to determine the meaning of the 
treaty of 1818, which governs these 
fishery rights. The suggestion of this 
intersatlonal body has come, it is under- 
stood, from Lord Herschell. Should such 
n body be appointed, it would do away 
with the chance of any collision ooour- 
ring between the Canadian officials and 
American fishing vessela during the ap- 
proaehing fishing seadon, 





THE BEAVERTON TRAGEDY, 





Edward Elliott Denies All Knowledge 
of William Murray's Murder, 


Beaverton, Ont., Noy. 18.—The in- 
quest in the HFilliott suspected murder 
case, in which Willian Murray was kill- 
ed, was continued yesterday. Nothing of 
importance was made known. Joseph 
Elliott, father of tie suspect, states that 
his son Kdward was at home Saturday 
night, Kdward Elliott so far has made 
no acknowledgement of knowing any- 
thing about the crime, and emphatically 
denies haying had anything to do with 
the same, 

The inquest has been again adjourned 
to mvet this morning at 9 o’clook. Many 
witnesses have been oxamined, but no 
new developments have transpired. In 
the course of the evidence it was adduced 
that the boy E)liott, who is supposed to 
be the murderer, had confessed to Con- 
stable Smith and also to Reeye McMillan 
to having committed the deed, having 
first struck the old man with a poker, 
then witha heavy piece of stove wood. 
Elliott's story, as given to these wit- 
nosses, is that he had an altercation with 
Murray over the character of his sister 
(illott's), when Murray used an oppro- 
brious epithet in reference to her, which 
the boy resented in the manner desoribed, 
This ho now denies, as well as other 
statements made by him in reference to 
the matter, but which sworn evidence 
appears to substantiate, 


POSTAL NOTE SYSTEM, 





The Government's Now Move Is In- 


creasingly Popular. 


Ottawa, Nov. 18.—During the month 
of August, tho first month that the pos- 
tal note system was tried, 2,778 notes 
wore sont. In September 11,999 were 
used, and last month 15,146. Duting the 
three months there were issued 8,675 25- 
cent notes, 146 40-cent notes, 6,005 50- 
cont notes, 8.246 75-conts, 7,866 one dol- 
lar, 165 ono dollar and fifty cents, 295 
two dollats, 8,221 two dollars and fifty 
conts, and 5,710 five dollar notes, Six 
denominations remain to bo issued. 

Anyone wishing to feud a sui not 
covered by a note may paste upon its face 
stamps sufficient to make that sum. For 
example: If one wishes to sond 47 cents, 
he will buy a 40-ceont note and aflix 
foven cents worth of uncancelled postage 
stamps to its face, and the 47 conta will 
be paid upon prosentation, 

The value of this syatom is coming to 
be greatly approciatod.

19.—There was o nolsy 
soone in the Chamber of Deputies yostor- 
day, during M, Lasies’ interpollation of 
the proposed Government measures to 
maintain the Iinvilolability of the con: 
tents of the passage of secret documents 
in tho Dreyfus oase, which are under- 
stood to affect the national defence. Tho 
Promier, M. Dapuy, recalled the recent 
Ministerial statement on tho subject, 
adding that the Chamber could depend 
upon the vigilance of the Government in 
tho matter under debate, which he moved 
to be adjourned for a month, amid loud 
applause and protests from the extreme 


O16. 

M. Lasies vehemently attackea the 
Government and the magistracy, which 
called forth indignant protests from the 
majority of the House. He accused the 
Government of failure to enforce respect 
for the natloual honor; but, amid a great 
tumult, M. Dupuy’s motion was adopted. 


HOOLEY OASE ENDED. 


Mr. Broadley Denies That He Offered 
Money to Secure False Testimony. 


London, Novy. 19. — The hearing of 
Ernest JT. Hooley, the contractor, in 
Bankruptcy Court, was formally onded 
yesterday. ‘Tho only special feature was 
a general declaimer of the part of Mr. 
Broadley, made through counsel, againat 
Hooloy'’s charges that Broadley had offer- 
ed him money to falsify his testimony. 

Mr. Reed, representing the trustee of 
the Hooley estate, remarked that if Mr. 
Broadley appeared in the witnoss box 
and made his denial nnder oath there 
might bs some intoresting developments. 
Hooley’s counsel similarly declined to 
acospt Broadley’s deo'aimer at the 
eleyenth hour, 


Carlists Have Obtained a Loan. 


London, Noy. 19.—Tho Mall's corres- 
pondent at Biarritz says: ‘‘The Carlists 
declare that thoy have obtained a loan, 
but not from England. Proof that the 
situation is serlous is seen in the Goy- 
ernment alarm and the strict osnsorship 
in Navarre.’’ 

The Red Cross Agsoolation circular 
contains the following: ‘‘The unfortun- 
ate proximity of days of sorrow and 
blood necessitates the preparation of all 
our means and servyices,’’ 


Fortifying Wol Hai Wel. 

London, Noy. 19.—Tho Evening News 
says the Government has sent an engineer 
to Wei Hai Wei to construct a break- 
Water and powerful forts and dredge the 
harbor so as to permit warships to le 
inside. 

Those works will obviate tho necessity 
Which would otherwise exist in caso of 
hostilities of warships putting to sea 
each night in order to avoid torpedo 
attacks.

The yield is 28.9 bushels per acre, sume- 
what larger than was estimated beloro | 
the crop was harvested. 

Oats—This crop appears to be a fair 
one, in many oases going over the yield 
per mneasured bushel. Tho crop has turn- 
ed out two bushels per acre better than 
was estimated before harvest, bringing 
tho yield up to the extraordinary total of 
86,858,293 bushels, 

Rye—What little rye was grown for 
grain tarmned ont well. In fact the too 
rank growth of the crop appears to haye 
been the chisf cause for complaint. 

Peas—This appears to haye been the 
most unfortunate of the grain crops, 
The crop continued to drop in yivld, so 
that the final statement gives 15,521,263 
bushels, somewhat under tho provious 
year, and 16.6 bushels per acre, as com- 
pared with 19.6 bashels por acro,the aver- 
age_yield for the period. 

Corn—In the more westorn counties of 
the Lake Erlo group the crop was an ox- 
cellent one, but from the remainder of 
the province variable reports come, The 
crop, however, turned out. botter than 
was expected earlier in the season. 

Tobasco—This crop has turned out 
well. The season for sstting out plants 
was rather dry, but the goneral growth 
was good, and a largo quantity of leaf 
was obtained. A little late planted was 
caught by frost, but the bulk of the crop 
escaped. Correspondents speak favorably 
of the curing. Tho ‘‘worm’’ was tho 
worst onemy of the crop. 

Beans—Correspondents are far from 
unanimous regarding this crop, However, 
it appoars to have turned out best in tho 
Lake Erie counties, where the bulk of 
the crop is grown. Frost and drouth 
were the chief drawbacks, 

Buokwheat—The crop was a compara- 
tively poor one, 

Potatoes—Tho potuto crop is light 
throughout the province, but the quality 
of the crop secured is almost uniformly 
goo, anid but few cases of rot aro ro- 
ported, 

Turnips—There has been o fair ayer- 
age ylold of turnips. The crop has been 
secured, oxcept in a few“places, 

Mangel Wurzels—This has probably 
been the most successtul of any of the 
roo‘ crops. Very little of tho orop ro- 
mains to be taken up. 

Carrots—Where grown, carrots havo as 
a rule done well, sspecially in the west. 
The yield has been got under cover in 
good condition. . 

Frult and Fruit Trees—Fruit trees and 
vines are in a egonerally healthy and 
thriving condition, the prinoipal causes 
of injury noted being storms, blight, and 
In the case of plums and cherries «black- 
knot. The San Jose scale was also men- 
tioned as doing some damage in Kent. 
There were many causes which adversely 
Mfeoted the fruit crop. The dreuth and 
frost inflicted considerable injury during 
the earlier stages of its development, and 
much loss has also been caused by 
Insect pests. ‘The apple crop in particular 
buffered much from worms, much of 
the frui¢ being affected in unsprayed 
orchards. Tho tent caterpillar also did 
Injury. Several correspondents note the 
fact that whore spraying was properly at- 
tended to these pests were kept in check, 
and good crops of fruit secured. Notwith- 
standing all disadvantages the returns 
from all over tho province, with tho ox- 
ception of a fow northerly counties, show 

that the supply of fruit, moro ospecially 
of apples, was considerably more than 
sufficiont for home consumption, very 
large shipments having been made to

‘The fog had not 
lifted and tho searchors had to feol thoir 
way. 

Tho dead mon all lived in Jersey City. 
Throo of the mon killod wore Trish, and 
the other viotine wore olthor Polos or 
Italians. Doughorty, tho man supposed 
to bo on guard to look out for approach- 
ing trains, was a considerablo distance up 
the track from the gang of laborora and 
hu ovidently did not seo the train, for ho 
gave no warning. His body was hurled 
ninety foot through the air,

THE GZAR’S RAILROAD. 


Count John Thun of Austria Gives Some 
Valuable Information About 
the Great Line, 


Vancouyer, Noy. 19. — Count John 
Thun, Austria, came in on the Kmpress 
of China from Yokohama. Last May he 
left his home at Cohiltz, Bohemla, and 
went by way of Vienna and Belin to 
St. Petersburg; thence he went to Mos- 
cow, and after necessary preparations 
started upon the hazardous journey over 
the Czar’s ‘Trans-Siberian’ Railroad. 
From Moscow he proceeded by easy 
stages to Irkutsk without mishap. For 
some two hundred yorsts beyond Irkutsk 
the journey was full of great peril and 
it required nine days and nights of hard 
traveling, sometimes mounted, but the 
Groat part afoot. to encompass the dis- 
tance. Work upon this part of the road 
had been well advanced a year or 80 ago, 
but an era of unprecedented storms set 
in and embankments and bridges to the 
value of about 43,000,000 roubles were 
washel away. Tho work of restoring 
them during the past summer was com- 
pletely intorfere1 with by swarms of in- 
sects and other pests which mado it im- 
possible to work. Keaching tho eastern 
division of road finally, he came on to 
Viadiyostook and thence to Japan. Count 
Thun says tt is intensely cold all along 
the line of road, and for the most part a 
barren and ntterly dssolate country, A 
region some two hundred versts In oxtont 
in each direction north of Manohuria, in 
China, is undoubtedly full of almost in- 
oxhaustible gold flelds, buf the extromo 
cold will not permit them to be worko4 
for mare than three months in tho year, 
and that length of timo is yory uncortain, 
Tho railway will, he thinks, be comple 
in two years and will bo valuable ohfet 
for the moyemont of soldiers, He in go- 
ing east over the O.P.R.

Grittep Sart Pork.—Cut ten or twelve 
very thin slices of nicely streaked side 
pork ; toast overa hot fire, dipping fre- 
quently into cold water ; when well cooked 
set in the oven for two or three minutes 
and serve very hot. 

Masuep.Porators.—Two cupsful of cold 
mashed potatoes rubbed very smooth with 
a tablespoonful of butter, a haif-teaspoon- 
ful of salt, a shake of paprika, a half-cup- 
ful of milk, two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
two eggs beaten very light. Bake in a 
vegetable dish till a delicate brown. A 
little butter spread over the top adds to 
the flavor. It will bake in 20 minutes. 

OautrorNiIA Jim-JAm—Should be made 
in the summer and kept in supply during 
the year. A very delicious compound,made 
by boiling together for three-quarters of an 
hour one quart of currant juice, one quart 
of red raspberry juice, three oranges and 
one lemon chopped very fine, one pound 
of raisins, seeded and cut in pieces ; four 
poands of sugar. Stir constantly while 
boiling and put into small jam pots. 

Neck OF VENISON.—Usually considered 
an inferior piece, is very nice prepared in 
the following manner: Let the {piece of 
meat lie in equal quantities of vinegar and 
water for five or six days. To the vinegar 
add one small onion cut fine, a bay leaf, 
six cloves, a dozen black pepper corns and 
a good teaspoonful of salt. Bot the liquid 
cover the meat well, and turn it over twice 


or three times during the time. When re- 
quired wipe dry and brown on all sices in 


a kettle in which three tablespoonfuls of |. 


butter ornice dripping has become hot ; 
dredge the meat with flour before putting 
into the kettle, When well browned on all 
sides add a pint of water with a cupful of 
the vinegar uscd in pickling the meat ; 
cover closely and stew for two hours, adding 
a small clove or gee a tablespoonful of 
brown sugar and a quarter of a glassful 
of grape jelly, if procurable. Sift the meat 
with flour from time to time till the gravy 
is of the consistency of cream. Haye dishes 
very well warmed and serve with a part of 
the gravy strained over the meat. As the 
gravy dries down in the kettle during the 
stewing add a cupful of sour cream in pre- 
ference to water, as it makes the gravy 
nicer, Skim the gravy before serving, 


Ousrarp Pie.—-Beat the yolks of three 
eggs till thick, add a tablespoonful of flour 
sifted into three tablespoonfuls of sugar, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, a tablespoonful of 
vanilla, a grate of nutmeg; then add the 
well-beaten whites of the eggs and a pint 
of milk which has been heated to noar boil- 
ing and cooled. Bake ina nice crust 30 
minutes,

I went to the 
station to interview him on the matter, 
but he had been called suddenly to Port 
Union and I did not see him. I therefore 
take the liberty to write to you direct. ln 
4 personal interview last year and by cor- 
respondence this year I informed you of 
the contract between the Company and the 
City, by which the Company, for the sum 
of $26,000 paid toit by the City, agreed, 
among other things, to keep employed 
here, in addition to those previously em- 
ployed, 200, whose homes should be in 
Belleville. The shops have been in recent 
years gradually depleted, and now, accord- 
ing to the information received, they are 
to be shut up entirely. I respecttully sub- 
mit that if, in the interests of your rvad, 
you deem it necessary to concentrate your 
shops, and thereby deprive this city of an 
advantage for which it paid a large sum of 
mOUey some equivalent should be render- 
ed.

C, E. LYONS DEAD. 


A Popular Barrister Dies At An Early 
Age. 








At a few minutes after 5 o'clock last even- 
ing, death claimed as a victim a young and 
well-known barrister of the city, Mr. C, E. 
Lyons, Although the deceased has been ill 
for some time, his death was rather unex- 
pected. On Thursday last he was able to 
be out and was driven about the city, but 
since that time he has been in enfeebled 
health and death resulted as above stated. 
Deceased was bornin the village of Wel- 


lington, Prince Edward County, 36 years 
ago, being the eldest son of Lawrence 
Lyons, Esq., a well-known and highly 
respected resident of that place. ‘ Cap,” 
as he was familiarly known, spent his early 
life upon the farm, and received a good 
common school education. At the age of 
about 16 years, he came to the city and was 
engaged in buying grain, in which capacity 
he proved to be successful. He had, how- 
ever, loftier ambitions and did not remain 
long at this business. He entered Albert 
College and became an apt scholar, gradu- 
ating with honors from that institution. 
He then studied law with the late S, B. 
Burdett, M.P., and in the year 1889 passed 
successfully his examination as a solicitor, 
and la:terly as a barrister. He entered 
into parctner-hip with Mr. Burdett, 
remaining with him until he died, when he 
continued to transact the business of the 
firm, The practice done by. this firm was 
extensive, and after Mr. Burdett’s death 
Mr, Lyons continued todo ‘a large share 
of his late partner’s business. In December 
27th, 1892, the deceased was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Florence Allison, daughter of 
Mr. A, G. Allison of this city. With one 
child, a little girl, sha isleft to mourn the 
early demise of the departed. In addition 
to the parents of the deceased, he leaves two 
brothers and one sister, all of whom reside 
in the village of Wellington. D-ceased was 
well known throughout this section of the 
country, having taken an active part for 
years in the political struggles which have 
taker place.” He wie 

Liberal and had ambitions to become a 
member of Parliament, and no doubt had 
his life been spared he yrould have been 
honored with a nomination at the hands cf 
his party. His death at an eariy age to 
be regretted and the sympathy of all will 
be extended to the bereaved widow and 
family. Deceased was a memberof-Eur ka 
Lodge A.F*. & A.M., of this city, an 
member of Shannonville Lodge, A.O.U.W.

Lieber's act so enraged the relatives 
and friends of the deceased that, after 
removing the corpse, they looked up the 
heartless usurer in the room, and, setting 
firs to the house, burned him alliye.

London, Noy. 28.—Most of the after- 
noon newspapers comment upon and ex.

28.—The Vienna oorres- 
pondent of the Daily Chronicle says it is 
sem|-officiully announced here that nego- 
tiations are on foot between Great Bri- 
tain and the United States, with a view 
of conceding to the latter a coaling sta- 
tion in the Straits of Bab-el-Mandeb, the 
straits uniting the Red Sea with the In- 
dian Ocean. With this object in view, 
tho Island of Socotra, in the Indian 
Ocean, 120 miles east of Cape Guardafaul, 
the eastern extremity of Africa, is to be 
leased to the United States, who under- 
take to erect lighthouses east and west 
of the island, which must not be forti- 
fled. e 

It 1s further stipulated, the correspond- 
ent says, that only warships are to be 
allowe’ to coal thore, so as not to ihjure 
the English coal trade at Aden and on 
Perim Island.

Londen Car Conductor Strack Down 
While on Duly—Reoovery Doubtful.

He says that Mr. Chamberlain 
is considered in England as having put 
the position of Britain during the recent 
erisis clearer and more explicit than any 
other British leader, aud his words 
were better understood by the other pow- 
ersthan the utterances of any of the 
other Ministers. 

Lord Strathcona does not believe that 
Great Britain, in her desire to please the 
United States, will do anything to coeree 
Canada before the Washington Commis- 
sion, or to come to any arrangement pre- 
judiolal to Canada’s interests. 

His Lordship says that tho general 
-conditions of the Canadian Pacific and 
sthe Grand Troiik Railways havo been se 
swell understood in England that the re- 
soent rate war did not jeopardize them as 
mnuch as one would suppose. 

“We do not think the fast line project 
is dead,’’ added Lord Strathcona, and ke 
states that Mr. Petersen did all that any 
man could have done in his position. His 
‘Lordship would not say that the Ottawa 
Government should return Petersan’s 
deposit money, but he would say that he - 
wasan honest mon and deserved the 
Government's kindest consideration.’’

AN EARLY MORNING SMASH, 





Trunk Newspaper Train Runs 
Into a O.P.R, Freight. 


Grand 


Toronto, Noy. 26.—The Grand Trunk 
Railway suffered another acoident yester- 
day morning. The smash up ocourred at 
Port Credit at 4.45 o clock, when the G. 
T.R, newspaper train, No, 19, crashed 
into the rear end of Canadian Pacitie 
freight train No. 41, which was standing 
on the track. The C,P.R. freight had 
left Toronto in charge of Mnginoer 
Atkinson and Conductor Baldock, and 
waa on its way to Hamilton with a long 
string of cars heavily laden, when Port 
Creait was made, at which time the train 
was on the south traok and inside the 
somaphore, The G.'T.R. newspaper train 
pulled out of Toronto at 4 o’clook with 
Kngineer Thomas Moses in charge. The 
Grana ‘Trunk train was also on the 
south track, and in the dark orashed into 
the rear end of the freight. The force of 
the blow wreoked the three end cara of 
the freight train, includiny a oar of bidos, 
and piled them all in a bunoh, and fire 
broke out and they were totally destroy- 
ed Engineer Thomas Mosos jumped to 
save his life and fell against a soma- 
phere, badly cutting his bead and injur- 
inw bimself incvernally, Conductor Bal- 
dock also jumped, bunt escaped being 
hurt, and was eucecasful In saving the 
way bills of the fieisht, The engine of the 
Grand ‘Trunk was badly damaged, but 
tho cara were all saved. Moses was 
brought back to the city on the Canadian 
Pacific express. An auxiliary was sent 
out from the local sheds and the road 
waa olonred for traffic by 8.85 a.m. The 
newspapers were sont on to Hamilton 
and the other freight also shipped to its 
destination without further delay. The 
ouuse of the accident will be invostigated 
and an offort made to locate the person 
who is responsible, whothor if was tho 
Grand Trunk engineer for neglecting to 
recognize the eignals, or the conductor of

igencies of party demanded. Notwith- 
standing this, the party majority bowed to 
the will of the Minister, and passed the 
Bill jn its manipulated shape. 

When it reached the Senate,amondments 
were proposed which, if carried, would have 
takin the power out of the hands of the 
Gov. rnment to stay proceedings in cases 
of violation of the law, 1t was pointed 
out that in the shape it was then ip it 
wovll prove a farce and a delusion ; that 
in fact it was playing with an important 
question, merely to tickle the ear, and at 
the same time deceive the working men of 
the Dominion. Sir Oliver Mowat, who 
was then the Government mouthpiece in 
the Senate, told the mover of the amend- 
men’s that if he persisted and carried them, 
the ;.assage of the Bill would be jeopard- 
ized, plainly indicating that if all power 
was not leftin the hands of the Govern- 
ment, they would not allow the Bill to 
become law. 

D-yining the tactics of the Minister of 
Justice, the amendments were withdrawn, 
knowing, as the mover did, that the Minis- 
ter would like to have the amendments 
cariied and the Bill defeated, so as to, en- 
able him and his colleagues to declare to 
the working men that the Conservative 
Senite prevented the passage of a Bill 

roviding for the treatment of United 
Beaten workmen, when they came to Can- 
ada to work, as Oanadian workmen were 
treated when they went to the United 
States, 

What was then predicted has been veri- 
fied by the actions of the Government. 


A case occurred in Toronto the other 
day in which the provisions of the Cana- 
dian Alien Labor Law had then contravened, 
and application was made to the Ministry 
toset the wheels of justice in motion.

Sir,—I have the honor to acknowledge 

our letter of the 8th instant, and am 
Rinepted to state that at present the 
Attorney-General is not prepared to author- 
ize any proseoutions under the Alien Labor 
Act, E, L, NEWwcomse.

98.--Admiral Seymour, 
commanding tho British squadron in 
Chinese waters, has hoisted the British 
flag over Ting Hal, capital of the Island 
of Chuan, and has stationed a formid- 
able fleet of warships in that vicinity te 
detend his action. 

The Obusan group forms one of the 
mont strategio positions on tho Chinese 
coast. Britain's now possession commands 
the mouth of the Yang Tee Kiang River, 
the great artery of Contral China, and 
tho most densely populated rogion of its 
sizo In the world, The various mouthe of 
the river are just north of Ohusan. 

The entire Yang Tso Kiang Valley, by 
asecent treaty botween Groat Britain 
and China, has been placed within the 
British wphere of influence, China agres- 
ing not to allonate it to any othor power. 

Near the mouth of the river is Shang- 
hai, tho greatest commercial olty of 
Ohina, and within a couple of hundred 
mifes are Suchay and half a dozen other 
cities, having an average population of 
liétle less than a million, 

The coast provinces of Kiang Si and 
Che Kiang, opposite Chusan, have s com- 
bined population of prebably more than 
60,000,000.

After congratulating the young Con- 
Seryatives on their organization, which 
1essom the rast of the country should 
learn from them, Mr. Foster passed on 
to speak of tha nobility of public fo, 
The seamy side of it was to be avoided,

& hew country no place for neutrality 
was to be fonnd if the country was to 
progress and prosper. While independent 
thought was to be admitted, 16 was wise 
to remember that only through parties 
ip this country were principles incorpor- 
ated into acts. He spoke of the rocks to 
be avoided by young men in politics, and 
bossism, patronage and political corrup- 
tion were each in turn denonneod. 
Legislative Kesponsibility, 

Mr. Foster thought we were drirting 
into a denial of the responsibility of the 
Legislature. He had once been an adyo- 
cate of the plebiscite and referendum. He 
recanted now in sackcloth and ashes. It 
was & way to enable a politician to dodge 
opinion. ‘Send your man to Parliament 
and hold him responsible.’’ Turning tg 
present conditions, Mr. Foster declared 
that in Canada to-day a cynical and 
blatané organized hpyocrisy was in 
power. The Globe's ‘‘growing timea’’ 
articles Mr. Foster characterized us the 
most arrant bit of hypocrisy of the lot,
